Our committee realizes your difficul- 
ties and believes you are making earnest 
efforts to improve the service. It feels 
also that you are conscious of the many 
causes for justifiable complaint and 
therefore sugge-t? that possibly a reme- 
dy may be found in full and fair-mind- 
ed discussions, between your department 
and our committee as frequently as 
conditions require.

Hon. Henry E. Cobb the 11th mayor | 
of Newton, died Sunday afternoon at 
his home, 126 Bellevue street. He had . 
been seriously ill with a complication of 
diseases for several weeks. In the list 
few days his condition became steadily 
worse, until the cud came at 4:30 in the 
afternoon. 

Henry Eddy Cobb was born in Hart- 
ford. Conn., June 21. 18^, a son of An- 
drew B. and Lydia (.Eddy) Cobb. 

When a child his parents took him to 
this city and he received his education 
in the public schools of Newton. He be- 
gan his business career as a clerk in 
the Newton national bank. Later he 
was employed by Potter, White & Br.y- 
ley, wholesale shoe dealers. He then be- 
came a member of the firm of R. L. 
Day & Cobb, bankers. Subsequently he 
became a member of the firm of Brews- : 
ter Cobb & Estabrook, bankers and bro- 
kers, where he was actively engaged un- 
til he retired from business life in Jan- 
uary. 1896. 

Mr. Cobb was one of the leaders in 
social life in Newton and was widely 
known for his deeds of charity. He was 
a member and ex -president of the teu- 
ton 'Club, member of the Hunnewell 
Club. Winslow Lewis lodge and Gcth- 
semaue Commandery, and a prominent 
member of the Eliot church. He was 
also president of the Newton Home for 
Aged People, a trustee of Wellesley 
College and the New England Conser- 
vatory of Music and was given the de- 
gree of M. A. by Dartmouth College. 

Mr. Cobb entered political life in

Besides a wife, one son 
and nvw daughters -urvive. Col. Mor- 
ion E. Cobb of Newton Center and 
Mi-se- Lucy E., ami Helen M. Cobh ot 
Newton.

Ida was filled to overflowing Wednes- 
day after non when the funeral services 
were held. Large delegations were 
present from the Congregational Club, 
Newton Club, Hunnewell Club, Mayor’s 
Club. Charles Ward Post G. A. R.. the 
Gatlin Guard Veteran Association, 
Gethscmane Commandery, Knights 
Templar and the Winslow Lewis I/>dge 
of Masons, besides many from Welles- 
ley College and former business friends.

Gilded Dome 

The most interesting feature of the 
week was the hearing on the bills to 
give women the right to vole at munici- 
pal elections, one being general and the 
other limiting the franchise to women 
tax payers. The hearing was held be- 
fore the committee on Election laws of 
which Representative Garcelon is house 
chairman and there was a very large at- 
tendance. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe was 
an interesting speaker and a young lady 
from South Boston made quite a hit 
with a few rhymes, answering the ques- 
tion of the "antis" as to who would 
stay at home and rock the cradle when 
the women went lo vote, the last verse 
being as follows: 

"Ami since the question seems to turn 

On this as on its axis 
Just get the one that rocked it when 

i?he went to pay Iter taxes." 

While the hearings brought out noth- 
ing new, the agitation on the question 
shows that the sentiment in its favor is 
constantly growing. The committee will 
probably report against the bills,, altho 
we. sincerely believe that the germ of 
possible municipal reform will be found 
in the woman tax payer proposition. 
Among the later bills filed is one from 
Mayor Hutchinson relative to regulation 
of bill board or out door advertising. 
One for voting on the liquor question 
by counties, with the county commis- 
sioners authorized to grant licenses in 
Yes communities. Another liquor bill ! 
abolishes the 6th class license and allows i 
every druggist, certified by the state board 
of Pharmacy to sell liquor. Bills requir- 
ing provision dealers to be licensed by 
boards of health, to allow police officers 
one day off in thirty, prohibiting the use 
of laundry checks or receipts in other 
than the English language — a slap at 
Chinese laundries — requiring street 
railway companies to provide smoking 
and toilet accommodations on all cars, 
requiring barbers to be registered, and 
authorizing innholders and dubs to sell 
intoxicating liquors, on certification of 
the local police judge. 

It is well for t>ht city and the com- 
monwealth as well, that most of this 
kind of legislation will die aborning, 
but its presence only illustrates the fact 
that eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety. Senator Valley’s bill for a ref- 
erendum on the question of abolishing 
the death penalty is a straightforward 
way of dealing with this debatable ques- 
tion. Its passage would give a splendid 
opportunity to illustrate the value of the 
referendum on a clear cut matter of 
right and wrong. 

Representative Martin T. Hall of 
Natick, who will probably be the dem- 
ocratic nominee for the senate in this 
district next fall, has a bill to require 
direct nomination for senators. Speaker 
Cole and Representative Luce have also 
introduced a direct nomination bitl for 
all elective offices on petition of at least 
four voters out of every one hundred 
votes east for governor at the preceding 
election. The direct nomination prin- 
ciple is evidently working and its ulti- 
mate triumph is certain. While Mr. 
Hall will undoubtedly have the demo- 
cratic nomination for the senate, the 
candidates on the republican side are 
mostly in hiding at the present time- 
Ex-representativc W. A. Wood of Hop- 
kintun who stood aside last fall in favor 
of Mr. Dennison will probably 'be in 
the field and 'Mr. Aaron C. Dowse of 
Sherborn, at one time a representative 
from Malden, will also stand ready to 
take up the task of redeeming this re- 
publican district. But it is still a long 
way from the September caucuses. 

The sentiment expressed at the state 
house this week as to republican dele- 
gates to the Chicago convention favors 
the choice of Senator William O. Fax- 
on of Stoughton and Town Clerk Kd- 
i ward W. Baker of Brookline as dele- 
gates, and Mr. George L. Barnes of 
j Weymouth as one of the alternates. 

The report of the Taxation Conimis- 
i sion, of which Mr. Bernard Early of 
this city was a valued member, was 
made this week and it is understood lhat 
M»nie sweeping recommendations are 
advocated. It is a subject of such far 
reaching consequence that careful study 
.should be given the report and accom- 
panying bills. Newton has a deep in- 
terest in the disposition of the corpor- 
ation taxes, of which we now receive 
some $130,000 annually, and any loss of 
which would raise havoc with our tax 
rate. We hope to give a summary of 
this interesting report in our next issue.

The officers of the board of aldermen 
were chosen to similar positions in the 
conference and Monday Feb. 17 at 7.45 
P. M. was fixed as the time and place 
for the election. Mr. Gorham called at-

Day said that the Committee on Mayor’s 
Address had recommended a conference 
with the school committee on the rec- 
ommendation to reduce its membership 
to seven and that subject was assigned 
for the conference on Feb. 17th.

The following communication relative 
to the death of ex-mayor Henry E. Cobb 
was received : 

Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen : 

Hon. 'Henry E. Cobb, from early 
boyhood a resident of this city, our fel- 
low-townsman, held in the highest public 
esteem, hnd greatly beloved by those of 
more intimate acquaintance, died at his 
borne yesterday, Sunday afternoon. His 
offmal relations with the City govern- 
ment commenced in January, 1879, in 
the School Committee, when ho suc- 
ceeded to the unexpired term to Jan- 
uary, 1880, of Dr. Bradford K. Peirce, 
resigned. In 1883, he was elected to the 
Board of Aldermen to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Edward 
W. 'Cate and was elected in December 
following to the same Board for 1884. 
In 1896-7-8. lie ably filled the office of 
Mayor, having to deal with the import- 
ant questions of Boulevard Construction 
the widening of Washington and Park 
Streets and the depression of the tracks 
of the Boston and Albany Railroad. It 
also fell to him to make necessary 
changes in the City Hall building to ac- 
commodate the new city government 
organization under the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Court of 1897 (Chap. 283). In all 
the official business relations with the 
city he exercised his best judgment, care- 
fully supervised expenditures and 
wrought permanent beneficial results. 
The chamber you now occupy was con- 
structed under his own good taste and 
the furniture obtained for it. 

Upon all public occasions he was a 
welcome representative of the city. 

I recommend that such action be tak- 
en by your Board as may be deemed 
proper. The funeral will take place 
from his home, 126 Bellevue Street on 
Wednesday afternoon next, February 
-5th, at 15 minutes past 2 o’clock.

A committee consisting of Aldermen 
Stone, Day and Webster were appointed 
to attend the funeral and to draft suit- 
able resolutions. 

The following communication was al- 
so received with much interest : 

To the Board of Aldermen: 

Gentlemen : 

The annoyance and inconvenience 
caused to residents of Newton by the 
long continued defective service of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad warrants of- 
ficial consideration, and if necessary, 
action on the part of our city govern- 
ment. 

In consultation with the management, 
we arc informed that accurately kept 
records of ilie past few months show a 
marked improvement. But while admit 
ting the very unfavorable conditions 
under which the present executive head 
of the road assumed his duties, we have 
urged that the greatest vigilance is nccs- 
>ary to proude the daily patrons of the 
Road with the prompt and effective ser- 
vice to which they are entitled. 

From the ntaiulpoiiit of the citizens 
of Newton, however, the greatest in- 
justice which has been imposed is un- 
doubtedly the adoption of the recent 
schedule, eliminating, in some cases, and 
injuriously modifying in others, the run- 
ning of the so called Circuit trains. 

It i-- clear that some readjustment of 
tile general train service was necessary, 
ami it is possible, that an actual running 
on schedule time would eventually rec- 
oncile our citizens to some lessening of 
the total number of trains to and from 
Boston, hut we should not be expected 
to quietly assent to the discontinuance 
of a train service which has been of 
great benefit as between our several vil- 
lages. 

Property has been developed and 
homes have been cdablidicd upon the 
basis of a Circuit service, which was 
promised ami furnished and regarding 
which there has never been a thought or 
Miggcstion of decrease or elimination. 

Be the management we are assured 
of relief from the present unfortunate 
situation on the Circuit but l recom- 
mend the. appointment from your board 
of a special committee of three to con- 
fer as frequently ns seems necessary 
with the executive department of the 
Boston & Albany railroad upon all mat- 


ters pertaining to the general service 
until satisfactory conditions prevail. 
The City Solicitor and the Mayor will 
be at the service of this committee when 
it is so desired or if preferable may be 
made a part of the committee.

Alderman Palmer said : I think that 
communication is most timely, it is 
something that we arc all interested in, 
it is something that we want to sec 
worked out. We have been told in time 
gone by that things. would be remedied, 
they have not been fully remedied as yet, 
and the recent attempt through the new 
schedule has upset things a little to say 
the least. This matter His Honor has 
been. deeply interested in and has waited 
upon the management three times. Wc 
have had an interview with the assistant 
general manager, Mr. Hustis, who really 
is the man in charge. He was very cour- 
teous and very full and clear in his ex- 
planations as to what they were desiring 
to do and pointed out what they had al- 
ready attempted and showed wherein 
they had failed in certain respects, due 
to causes that they hoped to remedy fi- 
nally. He frankly admitted that the ob- 
jection made by the people of Waban 
was well founded and that they should 
have correction of the present difficulty, 
lie was very desirous that wc should ad- 
vise him as to what the needs were as 
wc saw them, and he was apparently de- 
sirous to carry out any suggestions 
which we might have to make, and as 
wc left he very frankly stated that he 
would be glad if wc would call and give 
him such advice as wc could. 

The recommendation that His Honor 
the Mayor has made is a good otic, and 
I think that that committee can be of 
service. 

A committee consisting of Alderman 
Palmer, Holmes and Jones was ap- 
pointed to consider this matter in con- 
nection with Mayor Hutchinson and the 
City Solicitor. 

A communication was received from 
the school committee approving the. 
plans and site of the proposed new 
Technical High school.

order that water users might have water 
at a reasonable price, so that now that 
the water department is more than pay- 
ing its way, it would be fair to turn 
about and let the water users turn back 
to the city what lias been taken from it. 
The only way that can be done is to 
change the statute of 1895, so that this 
city could apply its surplus earnings 
without applying them necessarily to 
their water system, in order that this 
matter might be considered, if the 
Board deem it wise, our clerk of com- 
mittees very kindly consented to prepare 
a petition to the Legislature and to pre- 
pare three bills, one of which 1 believe 
is general in form and the other two arc 
special in form applying only to New- 
ton. The petition is also drawn so broad- 
ly that these bills may be amended in 
any form that seems wise. It is not sup- 
posed that these -bills will pass hi the 
form that they arc now drawn, and to 
that end this order has been introduced, 
in order that the matter may be discussed 
by the Board and given such consider- 
ation as it is morthy of. The order was 
referred to Committee on Finance. 

The following order was read : 

Ordered, that in view of necessary ex- 
penditures of the Water Department for 
1908, in extending its system of supply 
and otherwise no serious reduction of its 
estimated income should be made, it is 
therefore, Ordered that for meters of 
ordinary size the rental he one dollar 
per annum and that proper steps be tak- 
en to abolish such arte on and after 
March 1, 1909. 

Alderman White : This order is intro- 
duced for the purpose of allowing the 
Water Commissioner through his cleri- 
cal force to prepare the bills for this 
year on that basis, and in view of the 
fact that 1 1 is Honor the Mayor has rec- 
ommended that there be no rental charge 
for meters and the select committee hav- 
ing approved the same, I rather hesitat- 
ed to offer that order. But I find that 
the amount now available ari l the pres- 
ent income from the meters would carry 
the water department through this year 
with all their charges for extensions and 
all their necessary work, I have talked 
with the Water Commissioner and he 
informs me that by reducing the charge 
to 011c dollar instead of $1.50, the de- 
partment would probably be able to get 
through the comirtg year and take care 
of all extensions, etc. I therefore offer 
that order for this year. 

Alderman Day: [ dislike to say any- 
thing against that order, but I would 
wish that it might he fully discussed by 
the committee on Rules before being 
acted upon. The Select Committee on 
Mayor’s message, were unanimously in 
favor and thought that now is the time 
to make this change. It lias keen recom- 
mended to us before, it seems equitable 
and right and there are no objections to 
the change. I f we arc called upon to is- 
sue bonds this year it will not be a 
charge to the tax levy, the interest on 
those bonds and sinking fund would be 
met by the surplus revenues from the 
Water Department and 1 should hope at 
least the thing might he carefully looked 
into. 

The order was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Rules. 

On motion of Alderman Day the reg- 
ular meetings of the board were ordered 
for the 2nd and 4th Mondays of each 
morfth. beginning with April. 

The board adjourned at 9.12 p. m.

Mr. William E. Shedd treasurer .i 
the Jordan Marsh Co ot Boston and tor 
halt a century identified with that firm, 
died last Sunday at his home, 38 Ridge 
avenue, Newton Centre ot heart troub*c. 

His death came as a shock to h:s 
many business associates and irieiids in 
this city, where he was well known and 
highly respected. 

William Edmund Shedd was a native 
of Cambridge, Mas?., where he was born 
Nov. 30, 1S4U, his parents being Alonzo 
F. and Sally i Brown) Shedd. 

He entered the employ of Jordan, 
Marsh Co. in 1861, but enlisted ::i 
1862 in Company K, 13th Massachusetts 
Volunteers, and' served for two years. 

In 1863 while caring for some wound- 
ed prisoners, he was captured and con- 
fined in Libby prison tor a short time 
before an exchange was effected. 

On returning from the war he again 
entered the employ of Jordan, Marsh & 
Co. and served in various positions until 
the incorporation oi the ftrni, when he 
was elected to his present position as 
treasurer of the company. 

In 1870 Mr. Shedd removed to Som- 
erville, where he resided until 1895, and 
was a founder and active member cr 
the Day Street church. 

While a resident of Somerville Mr. 
Shedd was elected a member of the 
common council in 1^0-81. 

He moved to Newton Centre in 1S95 
and united with the First Congregational 
church, serving as a deacon, as a mem- 
ber of the standing and prudential 
committees aiul as treasurer of its 
building committee.

Annual Meeting 

The annual meeting of the Newton 
Hospital was held 1 on Monday, February 
3. at the Hospital. 

The members present were Mrs. 
Ames, Mrs. Carter, Mrs. Gould, Mrs. 
Lodge and Miss Lovett, Drs. Keith, 
Hunt, May and' Porter, and Messrs. 
Brav, Tyler, Day, Pul si ter. Bothfeld, 
Harley, Kelsey, Wilder and Weed, Pres- 
ident Bray presiding. 

The annual reports of the Treasurer 
and the various Committees were sub- 
mitted. It appeared from the Treasurer’s 
report that the total expenses of _the 
Hospital for the year were $70,808.52. 

Two additions have been made to the 
endowment fund by gifts of $300 and 
$5,000.00 respectively. The endowment 
faints now amount to $92,203.75, and 
vielded an income for the year of 
$3,969.45. 

1203 patients have been admitted to 
the Hospital during the year, and with 
those remaining in the Hospital at the 
beginning of the year, 1276 patients have 
been cared for during the year, an in- 
crease of 10 per cent over the preceding 
year. 

The average number of patients treat- 
ed has been 71 per month, and 121 pa- 
tients were admitted in December last. 
The contagions cases treated during the 
> ear numbered 220. 

With the addition during the present 
year of the new maternity ward, the 
Hospital appears to be weH equipped to 
meet fully the need-s of the community. 

Its especial need now appears to be 
an increase in its endowment. 

The meeting received the resignation 
of Dr, Hunt as a trustee and also as 
chairman of the executive committee, 
and accepted it with expressions of sin- 
cere regret, and 1 at the same time grate- 
ful appreciation of his ten years of val- 
uable service to the Hospital.

Veteran Dead 

Charles O. Davis, aged 74, a veteran 
of the civil war and formerly a police- 
man in this city for tnanv years, died 
Sunday at his home, 296 "Watertown 
street, Nonantum. after an illness last- 
ing several^ weeks. Mr. Davis was a 
native of New Hampshire. He served 
several years in the 12th New Hamp- 
shire regiment during the civil war and 
won an excellent record.

Harrison and Patrolman Noah F. Bos- 
wortli, who had shared with the de- 
ceased the honor of being the oldest liv- 
ing members of the force. 

Rev. Henry E. Oxnard, pastor of the 
church, conducted the services of the 
church, and Master W. I).

Burial 
was in Newton Cemetery. 


Mr. Albert D. S. Bell died at his 
homo in Cambridge on Friday morning 
last. Feb. 7th, after a sickness which 
had extended from the late summer, and 
which at times had been very painful 
ami severe. Mr. Belt was for a long 
time a citizen of Newton, residing upon 
Hammond Street, and he with his fam- 
ily will be well remembered here. He

He did for his op- 
eratives most of the (lungs that arc done 
by the best places today, in providing 
club houses, lunch rooms, baths, better 
housing conditions, schools for the chil- 
dren and classes for the older ones. The 
speaker told something of what is be- 
ing done in stores and of the various 
plans of profit-sharing that have been 
adopted by some corporations. Wher- 
ever this work has been most nppreci- I 
ated and most successful the initiative | 
has been chiefly hv the operatives them- 
selves. the manufacturer giving perhaps ] 
merely the clubhouse, but where the ; 
work has been less successful there has 
been too much of a spirit of paternal- j 
ism on the part of the corporation.

State Federation 


The Mid-Winter meeting of the State 
Federation of Women's Club9 was held 
in the Town hall at Winchester on Sat- 
urday, Feb. 8, by invitation of the Fort- 
nightly Club. Airs. Carrie F. Wheeler, 
president of tile hostess club, greeted 
the guests in the name of her club, say- 
ing that they had felt t?ic need of the 
uplift that such a meeting would bring 
and needed _ to reach out beyond their 
own immediate circle in order to ac- 
complish _ their best work. Mrs. May 
A Idea Ward, president of the Federa- 
tion, in her response alluded to the poor 
train service which had brought the 
company one-half hour late to the meet- 
ing and said' that when the women take 
a hand in the transportation problem 
things will be better. Then in her in- 
troduction of Professor Charles Zueb- 
lin, the speaker of the morning, Mr9. 
\\ nrd quoted from Rtiskin three things 
that it is absolutely necessary for a 
person to know: Where he is, where 
lie is going, and what under the circum- 
stances lie had better do about it; and: a 
man is educated if he can answer all 
these, though he cannot answer them all 
at once. 

Prof. Zueblin’s subject was, “The Arts 
and Crafts Movement,” We are today 
in the midst of great industrial evolu- 
tion and we are constantly confronted 
by the problem or surplus labor. Hu- 
man, ingenuity has run ahead of human 
taste. Hand labor is constantly being 
pushed out by mechanical devices. The 
time was when people made things more 
individually, today we are in the midst 
of the factory system and we are pro- 
ducing a factory people, who are just 
“hands.” Being a mechanical people we 
demand machine made products. The 
dictates of fashion have also had much 
to do with the problem, for we are al- 
ways doing what the crowd is doing. Is 
there any rescue from this common* 
placenessi? Wlu-n we become individu- 
als then we will revolt. 

Miss Caroline J. Cook, chairman of 
the Legislative committee, presented 
seven bills that arc now before the 
Legislature, asking the eiuktrscment of 
the Federation for the following: a bill 
for teachers’ pensions, on taxing bill- 
boards, two measures regulating the 
hours of labor of women and minors, 
and one establishing a permanent indus- 
trial commission. Site also asked the 
protest of the women against the Span- 
ish War Veterans’ bill. The Federation 
went on record as endorsing the former 
and protesting against the later. Mrs. 
Flagg, treasurer of the Federation, is 
soon to visit the Canal Zone and she was 
instructed to take the greetings from the 
Federation to the club women of the 
Canal Zone. 

Luncheon was served in the vestry of 
Congregational church to five hundred 
club women, while many more were not 
able to be acommodated. At tltc after- 
noon session Miss Georgte Bacon, chair- 
man of the Local Biennial Board, stated 
that plans are going on toward comple- 
tion for the Ninth Biennial; that it has 
been decided to hold duplicate meetings, 
so that 1 the morning programs will be re- 
peated in the afternoon, thus affording 
larger opportunity for the Massachusetts 
women who are not delegates to attend. 
There will be also be overflow meetings 
in the evenings at Cltickcring hall. The 
visiting women must be provided for 
first and 1 after that tickets will he dis- 
tributed to the Massachusetts clubs pro 
rata. She recommended the appoint- 
ment of a ticket committee in each club, 
that as many members as possible may 
be allowed to attend some one session. 
Tite tickets will be transferable. 

Miss Sara Cone Bryant spoke on 
“What Shall Children Read 1 ?” She con- 
sidered* the increasing use of slories, es- 
pecially oral, among teachers and libra- 
rians. for educational purposes, and said 
the effort is an attempt to utilize a great 
natural taste and tendency. 

The music provided by the entertain- 
ing chili was of high order and much 
enjoyed. The meeting closed with a 
vote of thanks to the hostess club.

By pronouncement of the Aiassaclm- 
bt’lls Horticultural Society the estate 
o» lion. J. K. Leeson at the corner ot 
(.non avenue and Warren street, iNewtou 
•Centre, is declared to be the model su- 
burban estate m Massachusetts. 

A committee from that society, after 
nulling an examination of many small 
estates in the commonwealth, lias de- 
cided that the annual first prize should 
go to Air, Leeson's estate. Jn the lan- 
guage oi the oliicial document, the prize 
was awarded "fur the best kept estate 
in Massachusetts of not more than 
turce acres or less than one acre.” 

i'he point of view which the commit- 
tee of the Horticultural Society assumed 
in its consideration of attractive homes 
was general in nature, embracing neat- 
ness, good taste in design ami treatment, 
special features, the condition of lawn, 
trees and shrubbery and flowers. Also, 
the committee considered the harmony 
oi alt features with the general land- 
scape. 

Air. Lecson’s estate is a little larger 
than three acres, but the question 1 ot a 
lew acres more or less was waived. 

The Leeson estate is the result of iin- 
_ r provemcnt on what nature had origin- 
ally supplied. When the owner took 
possession of tins properly 35 years ago 
it was wild like much other available 
land in the neighborhood. It possessed 
a slight slope which seemed to offer 
possibilities for some attractive design- 
ing; otherwise there was little rest walls 
to work with; and, on the other hand, 
there were many stones. 

There is no special feature about the 
Leeson estate which stands out conspic- 
uously. As the owner remarks, it is not 
a show place, it is intended to be a 
suburban home. To that end it is sur- 
rounded by a faced stone wall, behind 
which is thick shrubbery, carefully kept, 

. giving the property the privacy which is 
an essential part of a home. 

Well back front the street on. the 
main curve of the graceful driveway is 
the house, somewhat screened by tall 
trees and more shrubbery, it is a rangy 
while house of wood/ typically' New 
England, of no special design, but spell- 
ing comfort. Its greatest appeal comes 
from the quietness and serenity oi its 
- location. 

Farther along the driveway are the 
'conservatory _ and the greenhouse, and 
.just beyond is the stone stable. In the 
rear of the greenhouse and stable is a 
jegetable garden. 

From the street, the estate makes an 
instant impression by reason of its well- 

• carcd-for lawn. First of all, the eye is 
-attracted by the neat stone wall and then 

by the equally neat hedge. About the 
same time one becomes well aware of 
the charming effects of evergreens. 

These evergreens on the lawn contri- 
bute greatly to the charm of the estate. 
They are seteeted specimens, including 
'Colorado blue spruce, concolor hr from 
the Rockies, Pougjass spruce and Xord- 
niann’s fir, with Norway spruce serving 
as a part back ground. 

No set arrangement of these features 
•of the lawn prevails-. They are placed 
here and there, with simplicity and neat- 
ness, serving to break tile monotony of 
the stretch of grass, adding a desirable 
heaviness as a foil for the dower beds. 

The latter are arranged rather irregu- 
larly and in considerable profusion. 
Thev add lightness am! brightness to 
the scene, and from their irregularity, 
their absence of set formation, they 
harmonize with the general idea of the 

• estate. 

Mr. Leesou’s country suburban place 
was not made to order. It developed 
with the continued residence of the Lee- 
sou family. Such ideas as the land- 
scape gardeners could supply were not 
wanted. The owner’s particular hobby 
was the supervision of his property, lii 
making an alteration here, another al- 
teration there, the planting of shrub- 
bery in one place ami fir- iti another, he 
was influenced by a desire to obtain 
restfuhicss, charm and privacy. 

Under his direct’ supervision, the 
grounds were laid out and the special 
features added. The first attempts to 
improve the property were made over 
30 years ago. From time to time ex- 
periments followed ; but always marked 
attention was paid the growth" of shrub- 
bery. This sort of adornment to the es- 
tate seemed to the owner to be more 
homelike than any other selections would 
be. And thus the estate grew and con- 
tinued to .grow for a quarter of a cen- 
tury — and is still growing. . 

A special feature which made an ef- 
fective appeal to the committee from the 
Horticultural Society, was the rows of 
black walnut trees bordering the drive- 
way. Then lie was of the opinion that 
nowhere else in New England could 
such a splendid collection be seen. They 
are now at a good stage of development, 
thank-, to great care. 

The greenhouse on the Leeson estate 
has acquired considerable fame. Here 
are grown fancy fruits, the oranges are 
best known. At the present time, tile 
orange tree is one of the important 
features of the estate. It is 15 feet in 
height and has a spread of branches six 
feet in diameter. Last winter the crop 
was large enough to afford its owner an 
uninterrupted •supply tor his table. 

Than the display of orchitis in the 
Leeson greenlioii-e there are few fine 
in tins vicinity. They get special atten- 
tion fur tlie reason that thev are Mr. 
Leesou’s chief hobby . Only the choicest 
varieties are cultivated. Thanks again 
to intelligent cultivation, unusual results 
arc alitaiued. 

The same sort of attention to details 
and personal interest which makes the 
front gr miuN what they are, is given 
to the vegetable garden back of the 
stable. This garden, as a glance at it 
tells the visitor, exist?, tor both appear- 
ance ami utility. The Leeson estate 
would not lie the winner of the Horti- 
cultural Society ‘.s prize offering if it did 
not -how evidence of both adornment 
and utility. The vegetable garden 
counted in the tabulation >»l points, for 
the reason that it seemed to the com- 
mittee from the 1 h ••'iic-n , .tiir:il Society 
to he i functional part ot a well con- 
ceive.' model estate. 

Nut the le.iM unattractive feature of 
the L esou [dace is the stable. It is 
made of stone taken from the ground 
on the estate Ii is simply designed, 
but ho ists of a number * of prettilv 
arched windows. In winter the barn, 
lias a bare appearance, but in summer, 
wluu it is covered b> vines, atiiacls at- 
tention from many passing pedestrians. 


And scrutiny of the Leeson stable makes 
a pause in the stroll worth while, for al- 
though the building Is not exceptional 
architecturally, it seem* admirably to 
fit in the general homelike scheme of 
tilings on the estate. — Boston Herald.

The management of this company asks the co-operation of owners 
and persons in charge of vehicles using the public highways to prevent 
collisions, and accidents to persons using the streets. 

Motonnen are governed by rules based upon an experience of more 
than a half century. If these rules were always strictly observed, 
accidents would seldom occur. Motormen arc carefully instructed 
and trained and arc held strictly to account. 

If drivers of vehicles would observe corresponding rules, it is 
believed that collisions wotdd be reduced to almost none. Many 
accidents would never take place if either the Motorinan or the driver 
was alert to his duties. 

The following rules for drivers are suggested : 

1 . Never cross a highway without first making sure that there is 
no other vehicle near enough to cause a collision. 

2. Never turn suddenly onto a track when a car is approaching 
from either direction. 

3. Always cross streets and turn corners at a moderate rate of 
speed . 

4. In turning into another street do not U cut the corner,” but 
make a full turn, keeping as far as possible to thc right. 

5. Be sure your horse is, or engine and brakes are, under perfect 
control, especially where thc streets are crooked; where the view is 
obstructed ; or when passing cars which passengers are entering or 
leaving. 

6. Remember that a street car is confined to the track and that 
the motor man cannot turn out or stop his car instantly when U cut off.” 

7. Do not rely upon the motorinan to save you from thc conse- 
quences of your own carelessness. He may not be able to do so. 

8. Where practicable, keep on thc right of thc road, and as far 
from thc track as safety requires. 

9. Never turn upon a track in front of a car without first signal- 
ling thc motorinan your intention in time for him to make it safe for 
you to do so without risk. 

10. Remember that constant vigilance is the price of safety.

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Wc invite our renders attention to 
the action of the aldermen this week in 
abolishing the absurd and illogical rent* 
al on water meters. This matter has 
been repeatedly urged in the columns of 
the Graphic for over two years, and 
we modestly claim some of the credit 
for bringing it about. The next stop 
which should be taken in regard to the 
water department is to reduce the 
schedule of rates all along the line. It 
is estimated that the surplus income of 
the department the coming year will 
show that about 25 per cent, can be 
taken off the present rates without af- 
fecting the upkeep of the department. 
A reduction in the faucet rate from $6 
to $5 would be appreciated by the poor- 
er classes and a reduction from $10 to 
$9 in the minimum charge for metered 
water would help about ninety per cent, 
of our population. Let the good work 
proceed. _ 

Wc have received a letter from one 
who neglects to give us an address, rel- 
ative to methods of collection of real 
estate taxes in the city of Boston, and 
our correspondent assumes that similar 
methods are in force in the city of Xew- 
ton. The Boston protest is against the 
attempt of the city collector to sell real 1 
estate in that city for the taxes of 1907. 1 
The plan, in this city is radically dif- 
ferent. The tax sale which we are now- 
advertising is for the taxes of 1906. and 
the city collector has been most lenient 
the present vear in regard to delinquent 
tax payers. The list published this win- 
ter is about one-third as large as that 
of last year. Our correspondent evidently 
is not in touch with Newton men or 
Newton methods in. attempting to apply 
Boston methods to our city. 

Attention is called to extracts in 
another column from the recent report 
of the commission on taxation of which 
Mr. Bernard Early of this city was a 
member. The division of corporation 
taxes proposed in that report if adopt- 
ed. will reduce our income some S65.000 
and will add one dollar to our rate at 
our present valuation. The proposi- 
tion to change the basis of taxation on 
intangible property is well worth seri- 
ous study. At present the amount of 
revenue which such a tax would pro- 
duce is problematical, and indeed it 
might be beneficial to a city like New- 
ton. The corporation tax proposition, 
however, should be opposed by ever}' 
property owner in the city. 


Immediately following the state elec- 
tion last November, we criticized one 
of the grammar school masters of this 
city for not voting, altho repeatedly re- 
quested to do so. Our information was 
obtained from a member of the Repub- 
lican city committee, and we assumed 
was authentic. Some doubts having 
been recently expressed as upon this 
point wc have examined the voting lists 
of the entire city used at that election 
and find that every grammar school 
master exercised his right to vote on 
that occasion. We therefore publicly 
apologize for tints unwittingly reflect- 
ing upon the public spirit of our school 
masters.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 


The regular meeting of the aldermen 
Monday evening was preceded by a 
joint convention with the School com- 
mittee to elect a member of that body 
from ward 5 to succeed Mr, Herbert 
E Wells resigned. President Weston 
was in the chair ami Aldermen Avery, 
Bacon, Bosson, Burr, Cabot, Clarke, 
Day. Doherty. Gray. Holmes, Jones, 
Miller, Palmer. Stone, Webster and 
White and Mr>. Davidson, Miss Cobb, 
and Messrs Gorham. Botlifeld, Tucker, 
Caverly, Bassett^ Flehbins. Rice and 
Howard of the School Committee were 
present. Mr. Albert S. Hutchinson was 
unanimously elected to the vacancy, re- 
ceiving 27 votes. 

A discussion then followed regarding 
the recommendation of Mayor Hutch- 
inson that the membership of the school 
board be reduced to seven. 

Mr. Gorham said: 1 move that this 
convention recommend that the School 
board be reduced in numbers according 
to the Mayor’s recommendation and 
that application to that end be made to 
the legislature. It seems to me that 
one difficulty as far as the school board 
is concerned is. that the evil it any ex- 
ists is what might be styled a theory 
rather than a condition. Just at the 
present and for several years past the 
school board management has not de- 
veloped any trouble of any kind, it is 
running smoothly and it is a good rep- 
resen tative school board, just as we 
would like to have right along for the 
City.. 

We have a teacher’s committee con- 
sisting of the chairman of the seven 
ward committees and the chairman of 
the hoard of aldermen, and all questions 
relating to teachers conic before that 
committee of eight and things adopted 
by that committee of eight stand a 
good chance of being adopted by the 
full board, so that as we are organized 
today the questions relating to teachers 
come before the teacher’s committee 
which is about the size of the committee 
recommended by the mayor. 

While wc have a good school board 
today, and as far os 1 can see are likely 
to have a good school board. I must 
confess I am strongly inclined to the 
smaller board. I feel that the work of 
the members of the school board who 
are not members of the teachers’ com- 
mittee must be rather dull, the work of 
the general meetings are rather of the 
general, nature of adopting the recom- 
mendations of the special committee. 
If all the work of the school board could 
he done and discussed in committee of 
the whole the work would he more in- 
teresting and it would be more effective 
and in the long run wc would be able 
to keep up the Standard of the board 
more surely than if we continue to keep 
up the larger board, but if we can keep 
up the present standard of lie school 
committee it has this advantage, that a 
few more people cadi year in the city 
of Newton are brought in touch with 
the school system and are made ac- 
quainted with the needs of the schools. 
That has an effect upon the community 
at large, yet I doubt if it is a matter of 
very great importance. 1 suppose a com- 
mittee of seven or eight sitting around 
the table with the superintendent would 
in the long run he more effective and 
would he more attractive to men and 
women who are busy, who do not wish 
to give up their time unless it is worth 
while, unless they have something to do 
after they have given up their time. 
Personally f would rather serve on a 
small committee than on a big one for 
the reason that I should feel that each 
one was brought in more intimate touch 
with the questions. One trouble with 
our school committee work is that we 
do not have a great deal to do, if we 
have a good superintendent as wc have 
today most of the work is done by him, 

I should have little regard of the opin- 
ion of the other members of the com- 
mittee as to the value of a teacher, I 
should have little regard for my own 
opinion, as 1 do not know enough about 
teachers and salaries, we must rely up- 
on the superintendent for that anil for 
the conduct of the schools. At the same 
time there are questions of policy and 
the small committee could he brought 
verv much more in touch with the su- 
perintendent and his policies and help 
him more than a large committee is 
likely to do. 

\\ e do not have many varied finan- 
cial problems, yet we have some and 
they could be handled belter in the snuvV 
body. We are not suffering and I do 
not see that we are likely to suffer, but 
s-n't it better to make this change while 
thing* are in good condition ml her than 
to wait until we get into trouble, Now 
i- the time to make the change and not 
wait until the school I ward deteriorates, 
when we might have some rather dis- 
turbing personal questions, questions of 
personal criticisms which are not pleas- 
ant. As the Mayor said of the Board of 
Aldermen, the School Committee of to- 
day can furnish two or three boards of 
fully equally efficiency as the present 
'diool committee. 

Mr. Bas-ctt : I am opposed to the 
motion very strongly. If the duty of a 
-choo! committee was only at the meet- 
ings of the school board, it his work 
began ami ended there, a small board 
might be sufficient, but it docs not be- 
gin and end there. 1 believe and have 
always believed that the best work of 
the school committeeman Ss done out 
-ide ^he hoard. This committee of 
teachers i» supposed to have charge of 
the schools and teachers in their re- 
spective di-tricts, it is for them to visit, 
there is not a man in the board who 
visit- as much as he would like to, he 
Ins to take his time away from his busi- 
ness and it is a pretty difficult thing for 
him to get it. Now you propose to cut 
the school board in halt and take away 
halt the visitors, 1 think when you do 
that you do a di>linct injury to the City. 
A man who visits the schools knows the 
teachers well, has an occasional tiff 
with an irate parent, goes in and makes 
a little talk with the scholars, this man 
is better fitted for hi* work than the 
mail who never goes to the school. We 
have had in the past great difficulty in 
finding men who are willing to take a 
place on the school board because they 
feel they do not have time to give to 
the work, now you propose to double , 
the work, and do you believe it is go- I 
ing to be any easier to get men lo I 
serve? Here is our honorable chair- 1 
man from Ward three, he does not ! 
amount lo much in Ward three, but lie j 
i» a power in the high school. Captain 
I Toward has onthing else to do but to 
go and see the teachers, and he does it, 
and he is a good strong man for his 
Ward, now which of these men would 
khi dispense with, we cannot lose 
cither.

Mr, Bassett: Then T think Mr. Gor- 
ham has given the host argument possi- 
ble against reducing the number from 
that one sentence he pronounced, be- 
cause we need our chairman. 

I believe fully in the going to the 
schools visiting the teachers. Miss Cobb 
is not on that teachers’ committee, but 
she has done a most excellent work in 
building up the evening schools of this 
town, better work than any man going 
before her has done, are we going to 
throw her out? No, we cannot throw 
away the work of seven good men who 
are willing to give their time and ex- 
perience in helping along the schools. 

Captain Howard: 1 have only a word 
to sav, l am not very strongly preju- 
diced in favor of either size of the 
school committee, but I am rather 
prejudiced against the change when we 
arc pretty well off, I think Mr. Gor- 
ham has given away the whole thing 
when he says if the change is made he 
will be out of it. He would not be out 
of it, but his statement is an argument 
against the other course. We are pret- 
ty well, the schools arc doing mighty 
good work; we have a very good super- 
intendent; the. schools of Newton have 
gone forward in the last four or five 
years in a marked degree. The super- 
intendent has just started on a new plan 
in regard to salaries and efficiency of 
-teachers that is going to tki good for the 
schools of Newton, we are doing good 
work and 1 hesitate lo make any 
change. 

Aid. Avery: Mr. Gorham has stated 
that there is no immediate danger now 
and I think with such an organization 
as we now have and with such a strong 
committee we should not take any 
chance of injuring ourselves. 

Mr. Botlifeld: I am not at all op- 
posed to the proposition of having a 
smaller school committee, in fact I fa- 
vor it. Tn view of what has been staled 
and from the fact which wc all know, 
there appears to be no real demand, 
either personal or otherwise for any 
change, and therefore I am opposed to 
asking for any alterations in the cliar- 
I ter of the city of Newton unless we 
have a reason hack of it. other than 
I that we think that perhaps a school 
I board of seven would be better than a 
board of fifteen. I favor a smaller 
board but I am opposed to asking, the 
legislature to amemi our charter. If’ the 
hoard of aldermen is to be reduced-, or 
if there are defects in the charter which 
need moddilication and if these are to 
be remedied 1 then would favor adding 
need modification and if these are to 
to the school committee. 

Mr. Tucker: I should like to say a 
word lo go record in favor of the 
smaller board, I do not feel anxious 
about the matter, J have been on the 
board six years, but I think there is 
very great force in what our chairman 
j said in the smaller committee doing all 
| the business of the board. I am on two 
! other committees whose work is <k>nc 
almost entirely by the teachers’ commit- 
tee. 1 find my work very easy, we really 
endorse all* that the teachers’ committee 
do, and that is as it should be under the 
circumstances, the teachers' committee 
is a splendid thing, at the same time 1 
Imd the meetings less interesting than 
when they had the ward committees. 

I am siiiv it is a much better way of 
doing business and 1 think too it is 
better to change while wc arc running 
smoothly rather than when we arc run- 
ning on the rocks. 

Alderman Doherty: I wish to be re- 
corded in opposition to the proposed 
change, it seems to me the board of al- 
dermen won hi be without representa- 
tion if the school committee was com- 
posed of seven. If I am wrong in my 
understanding, with a representative of 
the hoard it would he composed of 
eight members, then in case of a tic 
th. re would be more or less trouble. 
If any change is made I hope they will 
incorporate it in the request that the 
members of the school committee lie 
nominated and elected from Wards in- 
stead of at large. 

The convention then dissolved and 
tlie regular session of the aldermen re- 
sumed. 

Hearings were announced upon pc- 
litions of the Gas Company for poles 
on Arlington st, of the Telephone Co. 
for attachments on Waldorf road and 
for pole locations on Pembroke st, and 
of Mrs. Susan C. Rawson to remove 2 
trees on Park and Vernon street at 
which no one appeared. 

4 The Lincoln Day proclamation of 
Governor Guild was placed on file. 

A schedule of sewer assessments 
submitted by the City Engineer was re- 
ferred to the finance Committee. 

Petitions of Louis A. Vachou for li- 
cense for intelligence office at 1209 
Centre st and of II. Butters of Water- 
town for a wagon license and permit to 
transport liquor were granted. 

Petitions of the Newton Journal Co. 
for license for a moving picture show in 
Nonnntiiiii square, of Emma J. Morse 
claiming damages lo property were re- 
ferred. Hearings were assigned on 
March 2 on petitions of the Gas Light 
Co for poles ou Vernon and Marlboro 
streets. 

On reports of committees a tree was 
ordered removed from 1389 Washing- 
ton street, hearings assigned March 2 
on laying of concrete sidewalks on 
Centre, Lyman, Ward ami Union 
streets, $39,270 granted for city expen- 
ses to March 15, K. I. Lindley granted 
a permit to transport liquor, A. J. Rob- 
ertson granted permit to move building j 
on Cedar street, the Newton & Boston 


Ft_ Railway Co granted license for four 
275 II. P. steam engines on- Homer 
street, and the Telephone Co. granted 
pole locations on Charlcsbank road and 
attachments on High and Bridge streets. 

An ordinance amending the Water 
department ordinance by aliolishing the 
charge for use of water meters was also 
passed to he ordained. 

Leave to withdraw was granted on 
petition for concrete sidewalks under 
the betterment act on the south side of 
Ward street. The report "ought not to 
pass" from the Rules Committee on 
order establishing the water meter ren- 
tal at $1.00. on the proposed ordinance 
to prevent persons going on unsafe ice, 
ami on the resolve lo prevent salaried 
city officials from engaging in political 
work on election day was accepted. 

A resolve expressing the opinion that 
it was inexpedient to amend the city 
charter to lix the members of the school 
committee at seven was also adopted 
without debate. 

The following report from the select 
committee appointed to prepare resolu- 
tions relative to the death of ex-mayor 
Cobb was adopted by a rising vote. 

Tt is becoming that wc pause when a 
man dies whose long life in a commu- 
nity has been intimately associated with 
its changes from a sparsely settled ter- 
ritory to a wealthy, influential city, and 
consider the traits of character which 
won for him distinction, universal re- 
spect and esteem. 

lie had been successful in business, 
but with increasing prosperity there was 
still present a warm hearted generosity 
to which deserving causes never ap- 
pealed in vain. 

As a member of Eliot church he was 
devoted to its interests, engaging heart- 
ily in its activities, liberally giving to 
its support, anti contributed to its en- 
larging influence for the best good of 
the community. As a cilizcn lie was 
called to the councils of the local gov- 
ernment. serving for a short time as 
one of the School Committee, then as 
a member of the Board of Aldermen, 
and later in 1896-7-8 as Mayor. 

His familiarity with financial affairs 
of great moment, together with Ins' bus- 
iness ability, became at once available 
for the performance of his duties as 
Chief Executive of the city. The abo- 
lition of grade crossings, the extension 
of the sewer system, the completion of 
1 lie Boulevard, and various settlements 
involved were of great importance. The 
change of the form of city government 
in 1898 and transformation of the City 
Hall to suit new conditions nddedd un- 
usual responsibilities, but every duty 
which devolved upon- him l*v virtue of 
his office, he performed with universal 
acceptance and approval. Therefore Be 
it 

Resolved that in the death of I Ton. 
Henry E. Cobb there has been removed 
from the home he loved, the church of 
his loyal faith, the city in whose coun- 
cils he wisely administered the func- 
tions of his office, the community in 
which he dwelt, a citizen without re- 
proach whose life shotttd be an inspira- 
tion to youthful endeavor in all the fu- 
ture. 

Resolved that tilts report be entered 
in full upon the records and that a copy 
be sent to the family of the deceased.

Rev. Dr. Beckley Dead 

Rev, John T. Beckley, D. D., of Rip- 
ley street, Newton Centre died Friday 
at Phoenix. Arizona, where he had gone 
lo find relief from the severity of the 
winter in New England. He was a na- 
tive of Baltimore, Md.. and was a grad- 
uate of Columbian College, now George 
Washington University, in Washington, 
I>. C., in the class of 1868, and was 
graduated from the Rochester (N. Y.) 
Theological Seminary in 1871. 

He-men became associate pastor of 
llie^First Baptist church, Boston, until 
1875; pastor at Newburyport until 1K&2, 
when lie went to Uetli-Kden Baptist 
church in Philadelphia, Pa., as its pas- 
tor, until 1894, and was the pastor of the 
Church of tlu^ Epiphany, New York 
city, until 1897. His last pastorate was 


at the Central Baptist church at New- 
port. R. I. Since resigning at Newport, 
he had resided at Newton Centre and 
had served as permanent ministerial 
supply at the First Baptist church, Wa- 
tertown, the First Baptist church, Wal- 
tham, and at the First Baptist church, 
Arrington, during tlie absence of the 
pastor. Rev. Charles H. Watson, D. D., 
ou a tour around the' world. He had 
preached 1 occasionally at other places. 

]>r. Beckley was of genial manner 
and an eloquent preacher. He had a 
wide and interesting acquaintance with 
people of eminence both in this country 
and in Europe. Mrs. Beckley and three 
daughters survive him.

You Might Think Gold Certificates 
Are, but They Are Not 

"Gold certificates, silver certificates 
and national bank notes arc not legal 
tender, but both classes of certificates 
are receivable for all public dues, while 
national bank notes are receivable for 
all public dues except on imports and 
may be paid oat by the government for 
all salaries and other debts and de- 
mands owing by the United States to 
Individuals, corporations and associa- 
tions within the United States," says 
the treasury department. 

“Gold coin Is legal tender at Its nom- 
inal face value for all debts. 

“Standard or silver dollars are legal 
tender at tlielr nominal or face value 
for all debts, public and private, ex- 
cept where otherwise expressly stipu- 
lated In the contract. 

“Subsidiary silver Is legal tender for 
amounts not exceeding $10 In any one 
payment. 

“Treasury nates of the net of July 14, 
1890, are legal tender for all debts, pub- 
lic and private, except where otherwise 
expressly stipulated In the contract. 

“United States notes (also called 
greenbacks) are legal tender for all 
debts, public nud prlvute, except du- 
ties on imports and interest on the pub- 
lic debt. 

“The minor coins of nickel and cop- 
per ure l'4-ftl tender to the extent of 25 
cents/’— Bulls uud Bears.

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PROPOSED TAX CHANGES 

Seriously Affects Our City 

Loss Of Half Our Corporation Taxes 
Reccom mended 


The problem i* not primarily one of 
nvctim. i\ r umler almost any system 
of taxation sufficient revenue can he 
rn;>LiJ (>> carry on the functions of gov- 
ernment in our Commonwealth: it is 
not one <<f rate alone, for, if the system 
he go-ul. it i? simply a matter of bal- 
ance of revenue ami expenditure; it i- 
not one vf economic theories alone, for 
we tmt?t deal with an actual workable 
M>tetn. which is the product of history 
and enyironmenl. — factors which can- 
not he ignored. 

The taxation system of Massachusetts 
proceed* from two constitutional 
source- : one being the authority to im- 
pose and levy proportional and reason- 
able assessments, rates and taxer* upon 
all the inhabitants of. and persons resi- 
dent, and estates lying, within our 
Commonwealth: and the other being 
the authority to impose and levy rea- 
sonable duties ami excise upon any pro- 
duce. goods, ware*, merchandise and 
commodities whatsoever brought into, 
produced, manufactured or being with- 
in the Commonwealth. From the latter 
source arise the inheritance tax and the 
corporation taxes. 

From the first constitutional source 
arises the general property tax. The 
constitutional limitation is that this tax 
shall he “proportional and reasonable." 
As applied to-day. we find that a large 
part of the tax imposed under this au- 
thority is either disproponion.il to any 
equitable standard, or i? unreasonable. 
The reason? for this are in brief as fol- 
lows : — 

Fir si . — The effort is made to tax all 
intangible property at the same rate as 
tangible property. 

St'tond . — Taxpayers in our various 
municipalities arc subject to widely 
varying rates of taxation not necessar- 
ily proportional to the benefits received 
by them. 

No doubt this is caused to a consider- 
able degree by the operation of the first 
reason, a? is shown in our report on 
that matter. However, it is clear that 
in a large measure this inequality re- 
sults directly from our method of dis- 
tributing oxir corporation taxes. 

Any system of taxation must depend 
for success upon the zeal and faithful- 
ness of the agents who admin>tor the 
system. On the whole, it can be said 
of the tax officials of our Common- 
wealth that their work -hows "zealous 
and faithful performance of duty." \\e 
suggest, however, certain changes in 
the machinery of administration which 
we believe will result in increased effi- 
ciency. 

The opinion is now quite generally 
held that no part of the franchise tax 
paid by railroad, telephone and tele- 
graph companies ,-hould be distributed 
to the cities and towns where stock- 
holders happen to reside; and this com- 
mission recommends, as other commis- 
sions and committees have before rec- 
oin mended, that all of this tax be re- 
tained by the- Commonwealth. The re- 
tention i»v the Commonwealth of this 
tax i?. in effect, a distribution among all 
c:tk? and towns in proportion to valu- 
ation. Such distribution i? j it -tiffed, 
because such corporation? are uf no 
one city or town. 

The peculiar burdens of our manu- 
facturing communities are well known. 
Operative-,’ perhaps from a foreign 
country, with many children to be edu- 
cated and fitted for citizenship, crowd- 
ed into tenement?, require the highest 
municipal care for fire and police pro- 
tection. for sanitary conditions and for 
education. A single family, occupying 
n line estate in a residential community, 
‘actually requires little municipal care. 
The tenement house may he of small 
value in comparison with the value of 
such e- >t ate, >et the tax on the value of 
the tenement property is all that the 
operative- may he -aid to contribute in 
tax,-, and this through the owner of 
the tenement property; while the value 
of the tine estate usually represents but 
a part of the taxable property of the 
single family. 

At the present time the fratichi-e tax 
levied upon these corporation- is dis- 
tributed to the cities and town- where 
the -:orklinldcr> happen to reside, ex- 
cept that the Commonwealth retains 
such portion as is repre-eiited by -hares 
of -lock owned by resident? of other 
Stales.

present, and the other half be given to 
the cit:e? and town? where the business 
is carried on. Such distribution will not 
affect the amount of the franchise tax, 
but the corporations may save som thing 
in local taxation, or the communities in 
which they do business may receive a 
larger revenue without increasing their 
tax rate. 

We believe that this is a step in the 
right direction, and at the same time 
conservative enough to allow any com- 
munities adversely affected to adjust 
themselves to it. The plan does not in 
any way change the distribution of the 
hank tax or the street railway “com- 
mutation'’ tax. 

Whatever may he the result, sub- 
stantial justice should be done: and we 
see no reason why the Commonwealth 
should indefinitely continue to hand 
over taxes constantly increasing in 
amount to favored communities which 
render no equivalent in service. 

From the earliest times the principal 
tax employed in Massachusetts has been 
the general property tax. Its charac- 
teristic feature is that it is intended to 
reach all kinds of property, both real 
and personal, and to tax them at the 
same rate. 

This method of taxation is frequently 
described as peculiarly American and 
democratic, and it is supposed to be a 
method which, if fully carried out, 
would oblige every man to contribute 
to the support of public charges in pro- 
portion to his ability to pay. Km. as a 
matter of tact, the system is neither dis- 
tinctively American nor democratic; 
and. it is admitted that, however ex- 
cellent the intent of the law. the practi- 
cal result has never been that all citi- 
zens do contribute in proportion to their 
ability to bear the charges of govern- 
ment. 

The general property tax was once in 
nearly universal use in Hu rope, and 
was brought to Massachusetts by the 
early settlers. * * * It appears, there- 
fore. that the general property tax is not 
an .American invention, but a form of 
taxation once common in Kurope. and 
now almost obsolete. Modern tax sys- 
tems are based upon the principle that 
it is necessary to discriminate between 
various classes of properly and business, 
and to_ employ different methods and 
rate? of taxation in dealing with them. 
Our American States and some of the 
Swi-s cantons stand substantially alone 
in their effort to draw revenue front a 
general assessment upon all classes of 
property at a uniform rate. 

The experience of our American 
States w ith tile general property tax has 
been at all points similar to the ex- 
perience of Kurope. From earliest times 
to the present there has been nothing 
but a succession of complaints that per- 
sonal property, particularly properly of 
an intangible character, has escaped its 
fair share of the burden of taxation. 

More serious than the widespread 
evasion ol taxation i? tnc fact that the 
taxes actually collected from personal 
property fall upon the taxpayers without 
the slightest approach to equalitv and 
uniformity. Such tangible things as 
merchandise, machinery , live stock and 
personal effects can be found by the as- 
sessors, and tazed with some degree of 
success : but imangiblw property, con- 
sisting of money, credits and securities, 
can be readily concealed, and eludes the 
mo?t vigilant starch. The law? of the 
various State? provide more or less rig- 
orous and inquisitorial methods of 
reaching personal estate-: but the exe- 
cution of these law? i? entrusted to lo- 
cal assessor?, who are controlled polit- 
ically by tlu* very person- whom tliev 
are expected to 'assess. The result is 
that .strict cnforcemen* of the law is 
seldom tolerated, ami the assessment of 
intangible properly is in the highest de- 
gree unequal and uncertain. 

The situation i? made worse by the 
fact that the local tax rates throughout 
the country are so high that they take 
from the holder of good securities an 
excessive proportion of hi? income. 
Personal property, if returned for tax- 
ation. nui?t be valued usually at it* true 
cash value; and it is clear that a tax 
rate of 2 per cent, may take from the 
holder one -third or one-half of his in- 
come. Under such circumstances few 
person? can or will make return? nt 
their pel sonal estates; and the n?ual re- 
mit if that thif* property j? taxed by the 
method of arbitrary estimate, or "doom- 
age." When return? are made they come I 
usually t‘n .111 trustee? and executor? of 
small estate-, who cannot easily evade I 
the law. and have less inducement to do 
so. Hut? it comes aliout that the tax tut 
per-ona! property bear? with exception- 
al reverity upon widow? and orphan?, 
the mo t helpless class in the commu- 
nity and i- mo?t ea?ily c\adcd by the 
rich and powerful, who can best afford 
to pay U Among ?mdeiit? of American 
taxation it has become a mere truism 
that our present taxu? upon personal j 
property actually fall upon the taxpay- 
er in inter sc proportion to their ability ' 
to pay. 

In it? application to intangible prop- , 
erty out pre-cut -y-tein ?tand? con- 
demned, in the tir-t place, a? unequal 
and ineffective. 

For nearly half a century personal 
property ha? constituted a * decreasing 
proportion of the total a??e?-im-m, and 
that real e tale ha? burin an increa?iug 
-hare ot the burden of taxation; thi?, 
too. in spite of the fact that during 
tilt? period the value of personal prop- | 
i rt\ !i..- probably increased faster than ! 
ihe valut 01 real property.

the matter to the attention of the Leg- 
islatin'!, ami i* worse than it was when 
the question was raised by the commis- 
sion of 1897. In the judgment of the 
present commission there are few mat- 
ter?. if any. more worthy of serious 
consul-. 'a lion. Unless a radical reform 
can be i- ecu red. a few communities are 
certain to grow richer; while the rest 
of the State, so far as the taxation of 
personal property i* concerned, is 
bound to grow steadily poorer. 

In the opinion of the commission, the 
present method* of taxing intangible 
property are ineffective in producing 
revenue, and highly unjust in their op- 
eration on individual taxpayer*. They 
have bad the further effect of concen- 
trating thi? class of property in a few 
town?, and from the nature of the case 
must continue to do so. They constitute 
the gravest problem connected with our 
system of taxation, and until they are 
changed our tax laws will remain vitally 
and fundamentally defective. 

In considering possible remedies for 
the admittedly unsatisfactory outcome 
of out taxation of intangible property, 
the pn*cut commission, like its prede- 
ce?*Oi* ha? found 1 that there are. two 
opposing school? of thought. Represen- 
tatives of the one school have urged 
that most, it not all, classes of intangi- 
ble property should' he exempted from 
taxation upon the ground that it is im- 
possible to tax them with a reasonable j 
approach to equality or certainty. They j 
contend, furthermore, that credits and ; 
most classes of securities represent I 
merely titles or evidences ot ownership 1 
of tangible property which is already 
taxed either in this State or in other 1 
States where it happens to be located. 
To tax this tangible property, and then 
to tax the evidences of ownership in it, 
is declared to he double taxation; and. 
since the tangible property is always ! 
taxed at its situs, it is considered un- j 
just to levy a second tax upon credits! 
or securities. Representatives of the : 
other school contend, as they have al- | 
ways done, that the evil of double taxa- ; 
tion i? not so serious as is alleged; and 
that it ts unjust that persons who draw 
large incomes from intangible property 
should enjoy full protection under the 
laws of the Commonwealth, anil yet 
contribute nothing to the support of 
public charges. They admit that there 
is much evasion of the present tax upon 
personal property, but contend that the 
true remedy is to strengthen the existing 
law and improve the methods of admin- 
istering it. Uet ween tile opposing schools 
school? matters have long been at a 
deadlock in Massachusetts, as in other 
States; and tax commissions, here as 
elsewhere, have usually been unable to 
come to an agreement upon any propos- 
ed remedy. 

In view of the growing concentration 
of intangible property in towns where 
tax rates are low. it is suggested! that 
the tax upon this class of property 
should* be matte uniform throughout the 
Commonwealth, and should be levied 
at the average rate computed by the 
Tax Commissioner for the taxation of 
corporate franchises. At the present 
time this would mcan_n uniform tax of 
a trill v- more than $1 7 upon each $1000 
of the valuation of intangible property. 
This plan also the commission is unable 
to recommend to the Legislature, be- 
cause it believe? that a uniform tax of 
$17 in the thousand would he even more 
injurious in its results than cmr pres- 
ent method. 

The commission has already stated its 
belief that the concentration of intangi- 
ble property in a few favored towns has 
become an intolerable evil, but it is also 
of the opinion that it is better for the 
Common wealth to have property con- 
centrated in these towns than to have 
it driven into other States; for otir 
present laws make tax -dodging virtually 
a necessity for the resident of the aver- 
age city or town who owns any large 
amount of taxable securities. lie can- 
not. and in ju-tice should not, nav a tax 
amounting to one-third or one- fourth of 
his income: and it pressed by the a*- 
scssors has no alternative but to make 
a false re turn or else move to a more 
favored locality. We are not now con- 
sidering the ca?e nt a man who is un- 
willing to make any contribution to the 
support of public charges, but rather 
the case of the average citizen, who is 
undoubtedly willing to do hi? duty as a 
taxpayer. If he owns taxable securities, 
he ha? no alternative but to evade tax- 
ation or pay an unreasonable and con- 
fiscatory tax. Not a few such persons 
have io the pa*t taken up residence in 
other States, and _it is certain that a 
uniform tax nt $17 per thousand, if 
rigorously enforced, would compel many 
others to follow their example. This ha? 
been the rv?ult of the drastic tax laws 
of Ohio, and the commission lias no de- 
dr <. tc hi' Massachusetts repeat the ex- 
perience of that State. After all, the 
purpo-e of a tax law is to obtain reve- 
nue ,nc.t to annoy and harass the citi- 
zen?; and a tax which would drive cap- 
ital from the Commonwealth is the 
m.*-t mnvi?e tax that could be placed 
1 m tin -la title book. 

It i? sufficient at this point for the 
coin ini.- -ion to record its belief that a 
•ax of $17 per ihousand upon intangi- 
ble pwperty i? higher than any govern- 
ment in the world can ci l’ect with even 
tolerable certainty or uniformity. So far 
a- we can learn, no such tax ever has 
been collected, and we sec no reason to 
think thru it * \er can he. Wt: arc 
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obligei I, tlu re fore, to reject the plan for 
a uni torm tax upon intangible property 
at the average rate computed for the 
corporation lax. 

A fur four months of study, differen- 
ces of i pinion still exist concerning 
what would be an ideal system of taxa- 
tion for Massachusetts; but an agree- 
ment lu* been reached upon a desirable 
method of reforming the taxation of 
intaug'blc property. 

The commission recommends that the 
tax levied upon this class of property 
be made uniform throughout the State, 
ami tint the rate be fixed at 3 mills up- 
on each dollar of the fair cash valuation 
($3 per $1,000). If this can be done, it 
will be possible to adopt more effective 
methods of enforcing the law; and the 
commission accordingly recommends a 
mmilicr of administrative provisions 
designed to bring about a full assess- 
ment of intangible property. 

Thi? p an, the commission believes, i* 
the most practicable method of reaching 
the two chief evils in our present meth- 
od? of taxing intangible property. These 
evil* arc: first, the excessive rates now 
Icaicd upon money, credits and securi- 
ties; and .second, the diversity in our 
local tax rates, wjiich tends to drive 
this class of property into favored lo- 
calities. 

The Commission cites the experien- 
ces ot Pennsylvania and 1 Maryland un- 
der laws similar to that proposed for 
Massachusetts and the following facts 
regarding Baltimore arc of interest. 

In 1896, when these securities were 
taxed at the full local rate, which was 
then aliout $20 per $1,003, the assess- 
ment was not more than $6,000 ,000. The 
following year, when the tax was re- 
duced to about $4.60 per $1,000, the as- 
sessment increased' more than ninefold. 
Since that time the assessment has near- 
ly trebled, and* Baltimore is no wtax-

iug twenty-live times as much of this 
class of property as it taxed ill 1896 at 
the higher rate. An interesting compar- 
ison can be made between Boston and 
Baltimore. According to estimates fur- 
nished by the board of assessors, it ap- 
pears ‘hat in 1907 about $110,000,CKA) of 
intangible property was assessed in 
Boston. At the same time, in Baltimore, 
under the operation of the uniform tax, 
the assessment upon share* of foreign 
corporations and bonds of domestic^ and 
foreign corporations amounted to $150- 
900, UuO. Baltimore lias not quite the 
population of Boston, aiul it there is 
any uilTercnce in the wealth of the two 
cities. that of Boston is undoubtedly the 
greater; while the Baltimore taxes ap- 
plied to only two of the live classes of 
pmper:> included in the Boston assess- 
ment. Moreover, the assessment in Bal- 
timui e was made under an ‘antiquated 
law. The Maryland law does not pro- 
vide for annual reassessments of the 
whole cirj . and the force at the dispo- 
sal of the assessing department is .*o 
>niaii that a complete annual rtsses*- 
nient could not he had. even if the law 
required it. Moreover, dooming i> very 
rarely employed. and practically the 
whole assessment is based upon ret unis 
of taxpayer*. That under such circum- 
stance* Baltimore should assess $150.- 
IkXbhiO . ,t the specified securities, while 
Unstnii a»esee> but $Ill),OiM),(jO() of in* 

tangible property of all descriptions, is 
a fact of the utmost significance. It 
>li.»w- that people will voluntarily re- 
turn for taxation at a reasonable rate 
far more property than the most arbi- 
trary dooming law can place upon the 

assessment list. 

Th: outcome of tlie commission's in- 
vestigation.* is substantially this: the at- 
tempt t>» lax money, credit* ami secur- 
ities at the same rate a* other classes of 
property ha* everywhere and always 
proved a failure, lit our American 
States i lie result lias been that ihc as- 
sessment of intangible property decreas- 
es either absolutely or relatively a.* 
wealth ami population increase. \\ e can 
limt no exception to this general rule, 
and are forced to ihe conclusion that 
our pre-ini law* are at this point fun- 
damentally \y rong. 

The commission has drawn a bill 
which combine* the best features of the 
Maryland and Pennsylvania law*. aud 
ha* added other provisions designed to 
secure greater etheienry in administra- 
tion. 

The bill exempts intangible property 
from all other taxation, ami makes it 
liable to a uniform tax of 3 mill* on 
each dollar of thy fair cash value (,$3 
per $1,000). 

It has been drawn so a* to make taxa- 
ble at the rate of 3 mills no properly 


now exempt from taxation, and in gen- 
eral makes as few changes as possible in 
the existing system. It imposes no new 
burdens upon any class of property or 
business, and aims solely to make our 
law* more reasonable and effective. 

Tlie classes of property included with- 
in the provisions of the bill are money, 
credits and securities now liable to tax- 
ation. AH other kind* of personal prop, 
erty are left taxable, as at present, at 
the full local rate. The moneyed capital 
of bankers or brokers is specifically ex- 
cluded from the property taxable at the 
rate of 3 mills, aud is left subject to 
taxation at the full local rate, because 
any other course would invalidate the 
present bank tax. The power to tax 
shares of national hanks is derived from 
a federal statute, which provides that 
the shares shall not he taxed at a rate 
exceeding that levied upon other mon- 
eyed capital ; so that no course is open 
but to leave the moneyed capital of 
bankers and brokers taxable as at pres- 
ent. 

The rate of the tax which should be 
imposed on intangible property has been 
the subject of careful consideration. A 
tax of 3 mills upon each dollar of the 
valuation amounts to 5 per cent- of the 
income from a security that yields the 
investor 6 per cent, interest, it is 6 per 
cent, of the income from an investment 
yielding 5 per cent, interest, and is 
nearly 8 per cent, of the income from 
an investment yielding 4 per cent, inter- 
est. This is as high a rale as yve think 
! that Massachusetts should impose upon 
a class of property the assessment of 
which require* tlie co-operation aiul the 
good will of the taxpayer. 

With a rate of 3 mills, we believe 
that the average citizen of Massachu- 
setts will cheerfully Mibmit to taxation 
upon intangible property. There arc 
doubtless in every community some 
persons who will try to evade any tax, 
however reasonable it may lie ; bin we 
cannot believe that they represent the 
attitude of the average citizen. No 
form of personal taxation can be wholly 
free from evasion; hut the commission 
believes that a reasonable tax, even on 
intangible property, can be successfully 
administered in Massachusetts. With 
a fixed rate of 3 mills, no man’s tax 
will be larger because his neighbor 
evade.* taxation. Widows and orphans 
will not be compelled to contribute one- 
third or one-half of their income. Our 
assessors when they discover taxable 
property can enforce the law without 
feeling that they are imposing an odious 
and confiscatory’ tax. Public sentiment 
will heartily support the layv, and tax- 
dodging will become unfashionable, 
greatly to the advantage ot public and 
private morality. 

The bill submitted by the commission 
requires a return for taxation of all 
property liable to the tax of 3 mills, 
except corporation, county and munici- 
pal biiiuls, upon which ihe tax lias been 
deducted. I; provides that this return 
shall be made upon a separate form, 
which shall be entirely distinct from the 
forms prepared for ihe return of other 
classes of property. It further provides 
that the taxpayer shall state only the 
total amount of hi* taxable property of 
each of the five classes enumerated in 
section 4 of the bill ; hut assessors will 
be permitted, as at present, to ask any 
necessary aiul reasonable questions con- 
cerning details. These provisions make 
it easy for the citizen to make a full re- 
turn of his intangible property with as 
little inquisition as possible into his pri- 
vate affairs. If the return is made un- 
der oath, and the assessor is allowed to 
make necessary inquiries concerning de- 
tails. the. interests of the community will 
be sufficiently safeguarded aiul the law 
will l»e admini*tercd yvith much greater 
ea.*e. 

While it i* proposed to make it eas- 
ier for a citizen to bring in a list of h»> 
intangible property, the commission 
proposes to strengthen the layv concern- 
tug persons who fail to bring in such 
list*. Section 7 of our bill provides for 
a penalty of 50 per cent, for failure to 
bring in a list of property subject to ihe 
tax of 3 mill*: section 9 provides that 
a person who changes his residence shall 
not have his assessment reduced until 
he makes the required return; section 
18 provide* that all information con- 
tained in returns made under the in- 
heritance tax law shall be transmitted 
by the Tax Commissioner to the as- 
sessors of the various cities or towns: 
section 19 provides effective measures 
for securing the full return of all prop- 
erty held in the Commonwealth by ex- 
ecutors. administrators aud trustees: 
and. finally, the Tax Commissioner and 
his deputy or assistants are authorized 
to !i*t for taxation in any city or town 
property not listed by the local asses- 
sors. If the tax is made reasonable in 
amount and linifoim throughout tlie 
Stale, there should he a strict and uni- 
form enforcement of ihe layv. If this 
can lie secured, the effect of the bill will 
be ultimately to increase the; contribu- 
tion which intangible property makes to 
the support of public charges. 

In Baltimore the result of the layv of 
18% was an increase of the assessment 
from $6.tX)lMttl to $55,000,000 in the 
first year. It would he unsafe to pre- 
dict that the immediate result would be 
equally striking in Massachusetts, be- 
cause * wit it ti> taxation of intangible 
property has not been such a complete 
farce as it was in Maryland prior to 
18%; hut there can he no doubt that 
there would he a large increase in ihe 
assessment ot intangible property, par- 
ticularly under the stringent provision* 
which the commission ha* suggested for 
collecting the tax on corporation and 
municipal l»oud>. and from executors, 
administrators and trustees. In other 


cas* - a little time might lie required for , 
taxpayer* and .nsc-sor* to get accu*- 
tonierl to the new rrginie; but it is not 
to hr doubted that, with better machin- 
ery of a«se<.*uieiit than exist* in Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland, yve should sec 
a rapid increase in the amount of prop- 
erly disclosed for taxation. Massachu- 
setts i- a wealthier State than Maryland, 
ami ha- a larger amount of taxable per- 
sonal property. Our people arc not le** 
willing than the people of Baltimore to 
makr reasonable contributions to the 
support of public charge*. With im- 
proved method* of administering the 
law, tlie re*nlt of a moderate tax levied 
at a uniform rale of intangible property 
could not be !c?« successful here than 
in our *i*ter Slate. 

In it* investigations the commission 
ha* Ik-cii much impressed yvith the need 
of greater uniformity in methods of as- 
sessing property for taxation through- 
out the Commonwealth. Tlie average 
board of assessors endeavor* to perform 
its duties with fidelity and in compli- 
ance with law, but we find that there is 
great diversity of practice, which lead* 
to many undesirable result*. Real , 
property i- frequently undervalued; and 
tlii* fact, despite the beq efforts of the 
Tax Commissioner, produces inequality 
in the di*triliution of the State tax. Ma- 
chinery and merchandise are assessed by 
no uniform rules, while the taxation of 
intangible property the situation is lit- 
tle short of chaotic. 

We recommend that the Tax Com- j 
niLsionor shall appoint twelve super- | 
visors of assessors, who shall perform 
the flu tic* now prescribed by section 5 ! 
of chapter 14 of the Revised Laws; and j 
shall have certain further power* which j 
seetn necessary in order to secure uni- • 
fortuity in the assessment ot property : 
and strict compliance with the !a\v. ' 
Chief among these afklitional powers is ; 
that of reviewing the valuation of all 
property assessed for taxation. It is 
not the expectation of the commission 
that such power will need to be exer- 
cised in any large numlie of cases, since 
the mere fact that it exists is likely to 
remove' occasion for exercising it : but 
we believe it to be a necessary part of 
any successful scheme of State super- 
vi*ion. The bill submitted provides, 
furthermore, that all information com- 
ing to the Tax Commissioner’s office 
concerning property taxable in the 
Commonwealth shall be distributed 
among local board* of assessor*, therein 
saving such boards considerable trouble 
and expense. 

The exemption from taxation of the 
lxinds of the Commonwealth has met 
with general approval, and has increas- 
ed the demand 1 for such securities to 
j such an extent as, in the opinion of the 
Treasurer and Receiver-General, to re- 
duce the interest oti the same nearly 
one-quarter of one per cent. This suc- 
cessful experiment has resulted in a 
very general demand for similar exemp- 
tion of the bonds ami notes of counties, 
cities and towns. 

The commission j* satisfied that the 
| lime is opportune to exempt this class 
of securities from all taxation: and 
therefore recommends the passage of a 
law to that effect, and suggests the ae- 
eotnpanying hill.

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TRANSPORTATION 

Steam and Trolley Conditions Dis- 
cussed before Unitarian Club 

Interesting Address by Prominent Railroad and Rail- 
way Officials 


The following addresses were given 
at the last meeting of the Unitarian 
Club of Newton upon the subject of 
“Transportation". The speakers were 
Mr. J. H. lhislis, assistant general man- 
ager of the Host on & Albany and Mr. 
Matthew C. Brush, vice president cf the 
Newton Street Raihvav Co. 

In introducing Mr. flustis. President 
Hutchinson said in part: The speakers 
of tho evening have each brought a body 
guard with them so as to feel safe. We 
have been abused — we have been align - 
— ami we have had just cause. But the 
public is not always fair and is inclined 
to exaggerate. We arc not interested in 
the troubles of the past so much a? what 
is to be done in the future and I believe 
that Mr. llnstis means to be lair and to 
do the right thing. 

Mr. J. H. Hustis 

Mr. llnstis said: 

When your President invited me to 
address your club he was not aware of 
my intention of residing in your midst, 
so when 1 urged as an excuse that mak- 
ing public addresses was not in my line 
and told him that from observation dur- 
ing the few weeks that 1 had been con- 
nected with The Albany, it was results 
rather than talk that would count for 
most and until there were evidences of 
practical results it seemed best that I 
should remain "in cog” the explanation 
appealed to him as good sense, until in 
a moment of thoughtlessness T added 
‘T have taken a house in the Newtons 
so that I may better keep in touch with 
the situation.” He then exclaimed "In 
the Newtons! Why on my word, if you 
expect to live happily ever afterward 
you must certainly first make your peace 
with the members of the Unitarian 
Club.” 

So in response to the mandate of your 
President now His Honor, the Mayor, 
I am here, not in a spirit of apology 
nor as a seeker of sympathy for The 
Albany but for the purpose of endeavor- 
ing to put before you tor your informa- 
tion and understanding, the things that 
have been accomplished, the things to 
he done, and the conditions that arc to 
he met. If my few months’ experience 
has enabled me to observe and analyze 
the situation correctly and put before 
the community the results of such ob- 
servation and analysis and enable those 
here to better understand tile condi- 
tions. I shall be more than repaid. 

It will not be tnv purpose to deal to 
any extent with the past, except as front 
it we may get a clearer understanding 
of the present and profit by its lessons 
in the future. 

In many rApects The Albany has the 
same problems as confront other rail- 
roads, and. to a great extent, all busi- 
ness. A brief reference to the physical 
conditions as they apply to The Albany, 
will not be out of place at the beginning. 
Starting practically at sea level at the 
Hudson River the road rises gradually 
until it reaches a point midway between 
Hinsdale and Washington, 1453 feet 
above sea level ; from Washington there 
is a drop to Springfield, which is about 
70 feet above sea level; then a rise to 
Charlton, 900 feet above sea level, where 
there is again a gradual descent until 
sea level is readied at Trinity Place; 
from Trinity Place to the South Sta- 
tion there is a rise of about 10 feet to 
the mile. Brandies extend from Pitts- 
field to North Adams; Springfield to 
Athol; Palmer to Winchcndon; with 
others running to North Brookfield, 
Spencer, Webster, Military, Milford 
and Saxonvtlle. The main line between 
Boston and Albany is 200 miles in 
length. 

On account of the grades between the 
Hudson and the summit of the Berk- 
shire hills, engines which on the main 
line of the New York Central can easily 
haul 3300 tons, equivalent to a train of 
85 loaded freight cars, cannot haul one- 
third of that tonnage on The Albany. 
The maximum grade eastward is 83 
feet per mile, while westward for a 
-hort distance it reaches 91 feet per 
mile. Through the Berkshires the rail- 
road follows the narrow and winding 
valley of the Westfield River making 
operation more difficult by frequent 
curves and bridges. Between Washing- 
ton and Huntington the railroad crosses 
the river 25 times. 

The Albany is the principal road into 
Boston having western connections, ami 
there are 22 trains (11 in each direction ) 
between Boston and Albany eaclt 24 
hours, having such connections. It is 
well to bear in mind that these through 
trains with their western connections, 
which permit passengers to and from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and the 
western country beyond to travel with- 
out a break in the journey, have in turn 
some hearing on the local situation. 
While these trains arc scheduled so as 
not to interfere with the local service, 
yet a tornado in Michigan, a flood on 
the Mississippi or Ohio Rivers, or any 
other interference which causes deten- 
tions to through trains may directly af- 
fect the particular service in which you 
who are here tonight are especially in- 
terested; for in the operation of a rail- 
road, particularly on busy track, eacli 
minute has its mission, its demands, and 
its responsibilities and no matter how 
remote the cause may be, the effect of 
the loss of even one of those minutes on 
the through service is liable to have a 
very decided effect on the local situa- 
tion at Boston. 

To carry its eleven millions of pas- 
sengers per year, The Albany has 424 
scheduled week day passenger trains, 
making 11,715 train miles per day. In 
addition -to trains carrying passengers, 
there arc on an average 162 freight ami 
other trains making an average daily 
train mileage of 9.096, nr a total mileage 
.»f 20,811, but 4,000 miles less than the 
circumference of the globe. In the op- 
eration of its passenger trains, 432 pas- 
uiiger cars are employed, (exclusive of 
the Pullman cars on through trains) 
and 360 locomotives. To handle its 
freight business approximately 7,000 
freight cars are used. The movement of 
its trains on the road and switching in 
yards furnished employment last mouth 


to 874 engineers and firemen, 931 con- 
ductors and brnkemcn and 440 yardmen.' 
to keep its roadway in condition for 
safe passage of trains required 2.406 
section foremen, laborers and others ; 
to maintain its motive power and roll- 
ing stock 2,158 shopmen and others were 
employed ; ‘it look 1,110 men to mail its 
freight and passenger stations — in brief. 
8.726 men in all branches were carried 
on its pay roll and paid more than half 
a million dollars for their month’s ser- 
vices And in considering this army of 
employes attention should be called to 
the great difference between the rail- 
road organization and that of large in- 
dustrial plants where many men arc 
concentrated under one roof or group 
of buildings and at all times under the 
surveillance of the foreman and the 
superintendent. Railroad employes are 
scattered over many miles of territory 
and by the nature of their employment 
left more or less to the exercise of their 
own initiative or discretion. To guide 
them in the performance of their duties, 
rules are carefully drawn and their ob- 
servance as carefully insisted upon. 
These rules are the result of 70 years 
railroad experience and of the combined 
intelligence of the operating officials of 
the United States as well as the world 
over. Under these conditions therefore, 
no one individual in authority can pro- 
duce the best service on a railroad nor 
prevent some irregularity, except by his 
oversight. The best he can do is to apply 
his experience to the problems, but in 
the actual execution much must be left 
to the individual himself. 

The suburban traffic for Greater Bos- 
ton is a problem in itself. The solution 
of it involves great questions of trans- 
portation — tunnels, elevated and under 
ground railroads, and such transporta- 
tion facilities as will permit the resi- 
dents of Greater Boston to reach the 
various localities in the shortest possi- 
ble time and with the least inconven- 
ience. 

■ Since the introduction of electric lines 
many communities are no longer de- 
pendent upon the service furnished by 
the steam roads. These electric lines 
have built up the suburbs immediately 
surrounding cities to such an extent 
that in many instances these lines have 
become overtaxed and their patrons in- 
duced to return to the steam roads be- 
cause of the delays the electric lines ex- 
perience by the increase in traffic in the 
city streets. In the meantime, the de- 
velopment of the steam roads particu- 
larly in traffic which cannot be handled 
satisfactorily by electric lines, has ex- 
panded to such an extent that facilities, 
which a few years ago were considered 
ample, have now reached their maximum 
capacity. 

The Boston Terminal Company was 
chartered under Chap. 516, Act of 1896. 
Massachusetts legislature. Its trustees, 
appointed by Governor Walcott, were 
men all well-known throughout New 
England : They were 

Royal C. Taft, representing Boston & 
Providence, 

Charles L. Lovering, representing Old 
Colony R. R. 

Francis L. lligginson, representing X. 
E. R. R. Co. 

Charles P. Clark, representing N. Y. 
X. II. & II. 

Samuel Hoar, representing B. & A. 

The South Station was opened for 
business on January 1, 1899; the Boston 
& Albany taking occupancy July 23rd of 
that year, and the Providence Division 
of the New Haven September 10th. It 
is not the intention of this paper to go 
into the details of the track and signal 
layout, or to discuss the car capacity, 
the interlocking system, power plant, 
etc.; but to those who are interested 
complete statistics on tike subject arc 
available. 

On July 23, 1899, the dale that the 
Boston & Albany first used the station, 
there were handled 466 trains per twen- 
ty-tour hours; in July, 1907, there were 
handled 876 trains per twenty-four 
hours; the maximum number of trains 
handled in one day in 1907 being 929. 

In 1904, Mr. K. L. Corthcll. a member 
of the American Society of Civil Fn- 
gineers, in a paper on Railway Termi- 
nals read before the International En- 
gineering Congress stated that the num- 
ber _ of trains handled in any one hour 
during the day* was larger at the South 
Station than at any other station in he 
world. It was stated that at the present 
time there arc stations abroad in which 
more trains are handled each 24 hours 
but none in which so many trains are 
handled in one hour. This information 
i comes to me from a reliable source and 
. 1 have no reason to doubt its accuracy. 

I The New Haven road has a three- 
fourths and The Albany a one- fourth 
representation in the management of the 
station. The Albany has a one-fourth 
use of the trackage, that is, there are 
28 tracks in the station aiul of these 
The Albany uses 7. 

In 1899 here were five express trains 
due to arrive at the South Station daily- 
before 9 A. M. ; at the present time there 
are eight. At that lime and for some 
years afterward The Albany had the use 
of track 3* the most easterly in the sta- 
tion for its incoming through trains, but 
on account of the increase in business 
it has been necessary to restrict The 
Albany to the seven westerly tracks. 1 
mention thi? as at times it has an im- 
portant bearing on the handling of 
trains in the morning. The through 
trains are scheduled to arrive at a time 
when they will not interfere with the 
morning local service, but a slight de- 
lay will cause them to arrive at a time 
when suburban traffic is dense. The un- 
loading of baggage and the slower 
movement of passengers from sleeping 
car and through coaches requires that 
a train of that character occupy the sta- 
tion and tracks more than twice as long 
as a suburban train. In order to handle 
i he present business without delay on 
| the upper level of the South Station it 
is necessary that trains should move 
with clock- like regularity, particularly 
during the busiest hours of the day. 
j This Terminal question is one which 
requires most careful study and it was 


stated in a recent report from The Al- 
bany to the Board of Railroad; Com- 
missioners, referring to the suggestion 
to use Park Square, on this subject: 

“There lias been no abatement in the 
interest taken to find a solution of the 
passenger terminal problem in Boston, 
but the further study and investigation 
of the matter tend to create grave 
doubt as to the wisdom of abandoning 
in such a short time without abundant 
reasons, the commodious South Station, 
which was provided at great cost and 
after long ami comprehensive studies 
by the best experts obtainable; espec- 
ially when all of the facilities originally 
contemplated and partially provided 
have not yet been fully utilized. 

“This step, when taken, of course, 
means the severance of union passenger 
facilities for the convenient transfer of 
passengers, and the discommoding to 
some extent of certain commercial rela- 
tions which the station has created, ir- 
respective of the consideration of the 
great expense involved. 

“It a serious error was committed in 
the building of this terminal for the 
special purpose lor which it is now be- 
ing used, which conclusion we yet hesi- 
tate to accept.' it affords a monumental 
illustration of the necessity of not pro- 
ceeding further in the matter until all 
of its aspects have been thoroughly re- 
viewed. 

“If subway operation of the suburban 
service may be realized in the future it 
will permit a corresponding increase in 
the through train service on the main 
track level. 

“This involves the finding of a system 
of electric traction which will be entire- 
ly reliable at all times under the peculiar 
tidal and climatic conditions which pre- 
vail in this section, aiul for which there 
is now no precedent as a guide. It is 
hoped that the electric installations now 
being made in New York City on a large 
scale, and with different types of con- 
struction. may lead to a satisfactory 
solution of the problem, to which end 
ditigent effort will be employed.” 

T!i is summarizes the condition at the 
South Station at the present time. 

Regarding the conditions between the 
South Station and Trinity Place the 
zone of greatest traffic interference let 
me say that between the South Station 
am! the crossover switches just west of ' 
Trinity Place, there are two main 
tracks. At Albany Street there are 
switches crossing both tracks to permit 1 
engines to move to and from the en- 
gine house for coal, water and turning. 
At Exeter Street is the coach yard 
where cars arc taken tor cleaning; 
trains from this yard to the South Sta- 
tion also cross the outbound track. Here 
also, the local tracks reverse, that is. 
all outward bound trains stopping be- 
tween Album and Riverside and those 
running via the Highland Circuit jrross 
the inbound express track. From this 
description it will be noted that there 
are three opportunities lor interference 
by other train or emcine movements : 

( 1 ) Movement to and from Albany 
Street engine house 

(2) Movement from Exeter Street 
yard 

(3) Crossing of inbound express 
track. 

In addition to these interferences the 
tide frequently hacks up onto the 
tracks and by short circuiting puts the 
electric signals out of service for the 
time being. When this occurs it is neces- 
sary. in the interest of safety, to space 
movements from block station to block 
station. This not only includes trains 
carrying passengers but light engines, 
empty drafts, aiul protecting of cross- 
over movements as well ; resulting in 
what is known as “backing up traffic.” 
This means that trains which could be 
moved on two or three minutes’ spacing 
are compelled to keep five niituues apart 
for safe operation. 

There were previous to January 19th. 
46 separate and distinct movements 
over or across this outbound track be- 
tween 5 and 6 P. M. This does not in- 
clude necessary switching movements 
at the South Station, which also inter- 
fere with outbound movements when 
they occur. It does not require an expert 
to determine what it means under nor- 
mal conditions to handle these 46 move- 
ments in 60 minutes ; but when you add 
fog. storms and heavy atmosphere, and 
those periods when by reason of the 
high tides the electrical signal system 
becomes inoperatiw, the extent of the 
interference becomes clear. During the 
winter mouths most of the suburban 
trains handle a much larger number of 
passengers and consequently more cars 
than during the summer and it being 
daylight during the hours when the 
heaviest business is handled, with lu-s 
liability of steam and fog. there is. of 
course, less delay. During the winter 
there is also a slower mo remem by 
passengers in alighting from as well as 
hoarding trains; many remain in sta- 
tion:. until the trains have actually ar- 
rived ami come to a .-top; while others 
slowly move along from the head to die 
near of the train to take a particular 
car. 

To improve this situation, as well as 
to reduce annoying delays which here- 
tofore existed in train movements be- 
tween South Station and Trinity Place, 
a plan of -pacing trains under a five 
minute headway was adopted on Jan- 
uary I9th last, and, except in the case 
of two or three trains which are at this 
season of the year somewhat longer 
than the platforms of the local stations, 
the wisdom of the change has been 
amply demonstrated in the better time 
made between South Station and Trin- 
ity Place. 

To avoid the interference from en- 
gines on circuit trains crossing the main 
track to and front the engine home at 
Albany Street (Boston) to take water 
am! coal, it was arranged to do this 
work at Riverside. By this plan these 
engines obtain coal and water at River- 
side and avoid the interference at Bos- 
ton which resulted under the old plan. 
During the present year it is expected 
that tlte present Albany Street engine 
house will he abandoned and all engines, 
except those in the Circuit service 
which, as stated, will be cared for at 
Riverside will be handled at the new 
Beacon Park engine house now tinder 
course of construction. 

The situation between Trinity Place 
and the entrance to the Terminal is be- 
ing carefully studied by the engineer* 
with a view to presenting some plan to 
improve conditions. The problem is a 
difficult one on account on the physical, 
features involved, hut it is hoped that a' 
solution will be found. 

It will, no doubt, he interesting to 
know that for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894, before the inroads from 
electric competition, the total train 
earnings of the Circuit trains were 


$489,906.66, and for _the same period 
ending June 30, 1907, these earnings 
showed a decrease of approximately 
33 1*3 per cciit. During the same period 
the mileage of passenger trains on the 
circuit and main line trains stopping at 
circuit stations shows an increase of 31 
per cent. 

The question of serving different com- 
munities under conditions such as 1 
have outlined is not easy of solution. It 
will, I believe be recognized that it 
would not be considered good judgment 
or good business to attempt to meet the 
needs of the nearby communities, who 
have other means of transportation, at 
the expense of those farthci away who 
have no other way of reaching Boston. 

In the circuit service there arc 14 
train runs, that is. a group consisting of 
four or more trains with one engine as- 
signed to each group. There are 18 su- 
burban engines of the double end type 
assigned to these runs and of these en- 
gines 10 are two years old and 8 are two 
months old. There are 4 of these en- 
gines in excess of the daily require- 
ments. 

During the past 12 months 12 new lo- 
comotives of the Pacific type have been 
placed in through passenger service. 25 
heavy consolidation engines in freight 
service — in all, 82 new locomotives have 
been added to the motive power equip- 
ment of The Albany during the past 
year. In the same period there were also 
received 60 passenger coaches, 8 bag- 
gage cars, 4 mail cars, 2 cafe coaches, 
600 40 ton box cars, 65 cabooses as well 
as several special work cars for com- 
pany service. The new locomotives cost 
>1.406.600. ; the passenger equipment

cost $420,000. ; the box cars cost $450,- 
000. ; cabooses, $25,500. ; other new 
equipment $16,700. — a grand total for 
new motive power and rolling stock of 
$2,318,800 

At Beacon Park an engine house, to 
cost $250,000, is now being erected and 
should be completed during :bc present 
year. For size, appurtenances, etc., it 
will compare favorably with anything of 
its kind in the United States. 

At West Springfield there if being 
erected and completion is expected with- 
in i lie next two months, an erecting shop 
which with its machinery will cost 
$350,000. 

At North Adams Junction an engine 
house and shop to cost $40,000 will be 
ready for occupancy in the spring. 

Authority has been granted to erect 
a modern engine house at Worcester to 
cost $225,000, work to commence during 
the present year. 

There have also been completed dur- 
ing the past year nearly 40 miles of 
third and fourth tracks, comprising 
third track on the Berkshire and Charl- 
ton grades and third and fourth tracks 
between Lake Crossing and South Fra- 
mingham. This work will cost approxi- 
mately $700,000, 

An expenditure of $70,000 has been 
made during the past year for passing 
sidings; $80,000 for new or improved 
signalling and $80,000 for new 100 
pound steel _rails, of which 105 miles is 
laid. The 95 pound rail removed was 
used on branch lines and 1 in yards to re- 
place lighter or worn rail. 

As the extent of the improvements 
which have been made during the past 
year or still in progress may best be in- 
dicated by their cost which totals 
$4,728,800, I trust you will pardon a rep- 
etition of some of the figures which 
while generally uninteresting, in this 
case tell their own story of the efforts 
which the management is making to 
furnish the best of service. To recapit- 
ulate the expenditures were : 

New motive power and rolling stock, 

$2,318,800. 

Third and fourth track work, $700,000. 
New passing sidings or extensions, 

$60,000. 

New or improved signals. $80,000, 

New 100 pound rail and relaying 95 

pound rail in yards $80,000. 

Grade crossing elimination, Grand Jet. 

Branch, Newton Highlands and mis- 
cellaneous, $1,100,000. 

Shops, engine houses, coaling plants, 

water stations, etc., $380,000, 

Total, $4,728,800. 

But regardless of equipment and re- 
gardless of expense the service will not 
he brought to the highest standard and 
obtain its greatest efficiency without co- 
operation (.It between it s’ management 
and its men, and (2) between the man- 
agement and 1 the men on one side and 
•the public on the other. The railroad 
i sells and the public purchases transpor- 
tation. The management of a railroad is 
responsible to the public for safe and 
expeditious handling of passengers and 
freight. The owners also require — and 
it is to the interest of the public and 
employes alike — that it shall be con- 
ducted in a reasonably economical man- 
ner. 

In a recent report made by the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners to the Leg- 
islature in discussing train schedules 
the following is said of delay:-: . 

"No business corporation, much less 
one holding the relations to the public 
of a railroad company, should continue 
to advertise schedules that have not 
been met. unless the management has 
every confidence in its ability to meet 
them in the future. If the management 
does not honestly believe that its trains 
will substantially correspond with its 
time tables it should seasonably arrange 
to have the time tables conform to the 
trains. While this is in the age of 
rapid trail si l and the Board would 
be among the first to regret any step 
backward in the curtailment of trains 
or the lengthening of schedules yet per- ,| 
form, nice is more vital to the traveling ; 
public than promise.” 

There was no disputing the correct- 
ness of this conclusion and in making 
other lime table changes "The Albany” : 
endeavored to meet this very situation 
by lengthening and re-arranging the 
time of certain schedules. The sudden 
dropping off in business also warranted 
the withdrawal of certain trains. There 
was at once an outcry and demand for 
a public hearing and the railroad con- 
demned without being heard. There 
were several unfortunate delays result- 
ing in a few trains being somewhat 
overcrowded; certain passengers de- 
clined to pay fares, others rushed into 
print and a sort of hysteria pervaded 
the atmosphere for a time. It seemed 
popular to decry "The Albany”. It was 
stated publicly by otherwise responsible 
citizens that it was useless to deal with 
the officials, although no attempt was 
made to do so. The management rec- 
ognized that there were opportunities 
for fair and honest criticism iti some of 
Hie changes that had been made, and 
stood ready to correct them, in fact, as 
soon as it had the opportunity dealt di- 
rectly with those who were selected as 
spokesmen for certain communities most 
vitally interested. But during this time, 
by reading some of the daily papers, 
one would assume that there were no 
trains on "The Albany” keeping to 
their schedule ; whereas it was the ex- 
ception rather than the rule for trains 
to be lale. 

It has been frequently stated that the 
men on "The Albany” were models of 
neatness and efficiency and that its sta- 
tions, designed by Richardson, and ils 
landscape gardening laid out under the 
direction of Olmsted, gave the road a 
reputation not only in the United Stales 
but throughout the world. The stations 
and landscape gardening arc .-'.ill with 
us, and there are many uien nuw in the 
service of “The Albany” who have been 
in its employ for upwards of 20 and 30 
years, but is it not true that the criti- 
cism of public service corporations in 
the last few years has resulted in many 
men seeking employment elsewhere 
where conditions arc not >o exacting 
and criticism not so immoderate? I 
might ask also of the business men pres- 
ent whether efficiency among men gen- 
erally has been as great during the past 
four or live years as previous to that 
lime. It co-operation is needed iu ord 
iuary business institutions, how much 
more is it needed in public service cor- 
porations where thousands of men are 
meeting hundreds and thousands of 
passengers and patrons each year. What 
i> needed in the railroad service is loyal, 
clear headed men, and those who are 
proud of their connection with the in- 
stitution which they serve. To what ex- 
tent the criticism on luihoads and those 


conncclcd with railroads which has been 
so prevalent during the past few years 
(not only in New England, but else- 
where) is responsible for present day 
conditions, it is difficult to state. 

No railroad company can expect to be 
free from criticism, and fair and genuine 
criticism is helpful, as it enables the 
company to correct defects in the ser- 
vice and improve the facilities offered 
for the accommodation of its patrons. 
But constant, bitter and satirical com- 
plaints, oftentimes on trivial matters, 
which are directed verbally at conduc- 
tors, trainmen, station agents and other 
employes, and published complaints, 
which frequently arc but general state- 
ment" of denunciation and invective 
rather than healthful specific sugges- 
tions for improvements, affect most 
seriously the morale and discipline of 
the men who actually run the trains. 
Constant and persistent ridicule de- 
stroys that loyalty and pride in work 
so essential to good service. It makes 
them disheartened, so that after a time 
they lose their enthusiasm, become 
hardened and dispirited and are much 
less effective agents for carrying on the 
work they have to perform, and so the 
public suffers to that extent. The ef- 
fect of this constant nagging is much 
greater titan the public appreciates. The 
public would desist if it knew the 
bad effects and confine its proper and 
reasonable criticisms within the limits 
of fair and specific suggestions. 

I am glad at this time publicly to tes- 
tify to the fair-minded and businesslike 
methods pursued by Mayor Hutchinson, 
who was criticised for his failure to ap- 
pear officially in a movement to con- 
demn "The Albany”. Instead of doing 
this he. like any practical business man, 
insisted on first looking into the sub- 
ject and ascertaining the facts. As a 
result, a committee representing the 
community over which lie presides, was 
appointed to deal with the railroad's 
representatives for the purpose of “con- 
sidering matters pertaining to the local 
service.'* I feel sure that the result of 
this action will be beneficial, not only to 
the community but to the railroad as 
well. 

The newspapers on Tuesday last re- 
ferred to a meeting held the previous 
evening at which some of the citizens 
of a town on ’The Albany” decided that 
each member of their committee should 
keep tally on ‘he running time of the 
trains he uses each day and report this 
information to a sub-committee. It is 
possible that agitation of this character 
may accomplish what is sought, but 
there is grave doubt about it. Such 
performances as this, coupled, as they 
frequently are with much dis:us,-ion 
based on incomplete information, ac- 
complishes no useful purpose and gen- 
erally produce the opposite effect from 
that intended. There is no secret, no 
hidden purpose, no intended mystery 
about the operation of a railroad or the 
inevitable interruptions that come from 
time to time, in its carefully arranged 
daily programme. While it would 
hardly be possible to furnish every pas- 
senger, or those not passengers, with 
the details of all train movements, the 
causes of interruptions and detentions, 
etc. ; yet those who by right should 
know about these matters will be fur- 1 
nisheil with the information freely and 
completely. It is difficult to understand 
why the public, or any com mi nee of citi- 
zens or any others, allow themselves to 
believe that railroads deliberately cause 
trains to be late or freight to become 
congested when such conditions can but 
add greatly to the expense of operating 
the road and at the same time disturb 
the peace of mind and destroy the per- 
sonal comfort of the men charged with 
die responsibility of railroad Operation. 

During the time when this recent agi- 
tation was at its height, a car was de- 
railed in an empty draft going from the 
South Station to the cleaning yard. The 
car belonged to another road, and the ' 
derailment occurred on the tracks of 
the Terminal Company. In retailing it 
one of the workmen, in his anxiety to 
raise the blockade and forgetful of his 
own personal safely, stepped back onto 
an adjoining track, was struck by an 
engine and killed. But what matters 
it to the public who do not or cannot 
be made aware of all the details of rail-* 
mad operation and causes for dely? All 
they knew and alt they were concerned 
in, was the fact that they were late get- 
ting to their dinners, and “The Albany” 
is charged with the responsibility. 

Just one incident which came under 
mv personal observation; it did not oc- 
cur on “The Albany”, but its lesson 
should apply here and everywhere be- 
fore the best service can obtain. 

It was part of my duty when Train 
Master to examine the men oil the di- 
vision on which 1 was then employed 
as to their. knowledge of the train rules. 
At that time there came before me for 
promotion a young man who had served 
as fireman for several years; lie was 
clean cut, intelligent and experienced, 
but of a somewhat sensitive tempera- 
ment. Of the hundreds who have come 
before me for examination, none passed 
a better one. Me became a successful 
and competent engineer. As the years 
rolled by he was running a passenger 
train into a terminal where there was 
a heavy traffic; incident to its operation 
there were conditions presented which 
caused more or less delay. Complaints 
resulted from the passenger* to the of- 
ficials. to the men upon the train*, and 
through the press. Humorous comments 
were made and published about the ser- 
vice. Finally, one morning in a tog, 
with the smoke ami steam hanging low. 
an accident resulted; the train had 
passed a signal; the engineer had 
missed his light, and the consequences 
were serious. I was not connected at 
that time with the operation; but read 
the account in the press, — among other 
things, the statement of the engineer, 
who was the young man I had examined 
for promotion from the fireman to l lie 
engineer, — ami his only explanation 
fob going by the signal was, ‘‘It was up 
to me to make lime.” Of course lie was 
wrong. The education of the railroad 
man i> based fundamentally on safety. 
He must withstand all criticism am) 
all pressure placed on hint in the inter- 
ests of that one railroad maxim; on it 
hangs more than you can possibly ap- 
preciate. We realize it because we are 
lit contact with its need every hour of 
every da\ of every year that we are 
connected with iis operation I believe 
that in this case I have cited to you that 
the sensitive tempera men I of this en- 
gineer could not withstand the pressure 
(hat was placed upon it. ami in the cl' 
fort to do his duty he erred luvniiM he 
was human.

The most serious problem- connected 
with the recommendations of the Tax 
Commission to the Legislature, so far 
as this city is concerned, are first that 
intended to divert one half of the pres- 
ent corporation tax from thi* city or 
town where the holder of the stock hap- 
pens to reside, to the city or town where 
the corporation actually exi?ts. and 
second, the proposition to place a fixed 
rate of three mills on each hundred 
dollars of intangible personal property. 
The first matter will reduce our present 
income from the corporation tax about 
$”0,000, and on our present valuation 
would add one dollar to the tax rate 
of 1907. The corporation tax ha? been 
a bone of contention for some years, 
and our representatives in previous 
years have had to fight bills intended to 
divert the entire tax on Massachusetts 
corporations into the state treasury, to 
be applied toward the general state tax. 
This plan would be of greater benefit to 
Tax Commission, for while under the 
latter, we would lose some $70,000. the 
former suggestion would, it the state 
tax was entirely wiped out. cost ns less 
than S50.000. \Ye fail to see why there 
should he any question regarding the 
corporation tax. for. it the municipality 
is entitled to the personal tax of its citi- 
zens derived from the ownership of 
stocks and bonds of other states, there 
seems no good reason why the munici- 
pality should not derive an income from 
the stocks owned by its residents in 
Massachusetts corporation?. 

The three mill tax is virtually a con- 
fession that the present methods of tax- 
ing intangible personal property are 
unjust, inequitable and 1 cannot be en- 
forced. It will be opposed by those who 
fear that under its operation, the rich 
man will escape with little taxation 
while the poor real estate owner will 
bear the large portion of the load. This 
is true under the present system, and 
if some method can be devised whereby 
the net results of such taxation will 
show better returns than now. it is rea- 
sonably certain that the benefit will be 
felt by real estate owners. If the new 
plan meant that the amount of tax from 
such property was to be reduced, it 
woukl find few advocates. Its strength 
lies, however, in the fact that the in- 
tangible personal property which now 
evades taxation, will under the new 
>vstem. be listed 1 with the assessors and 
help swell the general valuation. Bal- 
timore. made a similar change in 1896. 
and largely increased its tax receipts 
thereby. Common sense seenic? to in- 
dicate that if the tax law? of today are 
null and void ns applied toward- half 
our citizens, it i? rank injustice to en- 
force them at all. 

The Legislature is still struggling 
with the annual proposition that the 
state retain the entire receipt- from 
liquor license fees, a measure advocated 
in the interests of temperance, to re- 
move the monetary ^ temptation of muni- 
cipalities to vote “Yes" in order to ob- 
tain the income. We suggest that it 
might be feasible to arrange a compro- 
mise with the tempera nee element in 
the Legislature to favor the liquor li- 
cense bill in case the abolition of the 
corporation tax is to pa?-. The reten- 
tion of the liquor fee? by the state 
would, on the figure? of 1906, eliminate 
over 70 per cent, of d** state tax. and 
would reconcile our own city to the 
los> of the corporation tax.

Seventy-five young women students 
were true to the training to which they 
had been frequently subjected by a fire* 
drill and marched out of the. main build- 
ing of La??el seminary.

Within two minutes. after the 
alarm had been soituded in several 
part? of the large building the seminary 
was vacated by the last student in an 
orderly manner which won them much 
praise front the faculty and firemen. 
One student. Mi?? Alice Schafer, who 
wa? unable to walk down stairs as one 
leg wa? in a plaster ca-i as the result 
>f au injury a short time ago. was car- 
ried down stairs by Miss Rose Merrill 
and another student. Patrolman Ad- 
am- assisted another young woman to 
the fir?t floor. 

The fire started from an unknown 
cause, probably spontaneous combus- 
tion, in the basement directly under the 
rear end of the main hallway. It wa? 
discovered by the preceptress, Miss L. 
R. Potter, when -he pa??eil through the 
ball and -aw -niuke i??uiug from the 
basement. She called tlu* fire depart- 
ment by telephone and sounded the 
alarm for fire drill. 

Dr. G. M. Win -low. in charge of the 
seminary during the absence of Dr. C. 
C. Ilragdoti. the principal, and Miss 
Emily II. Genii, a bookkeeper, quickly 
began -aving valuables. Mi?.? Genu, as- 
sisted by several students, wrapped up 
valuable paper? kept in the office rooms 
and took them to a place df safety. One 
of the Iargc?t painting? owned by the 
-eminary. "The Judgment of Paris," 
painted by Bougereau. who was mar- 
ried to a former Lasell student.

large quantities of -moke in the base- 
ment made it doubly difficult work 
there ami caused considerable alarm 
among the residents of the immediate 
vicinity.

How Brookline Feels 

Assistant General Manager J. H. 
Iliistis of the Boston & Albany nd- 
d rest'd the Unitarian Club at Newton 
last Thursday evening, pleading for 
more friendly public recognition of the 
practical difficulties encountered 1 by the 
railroad iu the way of improvements. 
Mr. Hustis. however, showed lack of 
imagination in grasping the real prob- 
lem 1 of progressive development which 
his road is up against. The task of 
lessening train congestion at the South 
Station, obtaining improved equipment 
and developing the road by liberal out- 
lays. is one of vast magnitude, mud must 
be treated in no petty and penny- pru- 
dent spirit. It i? a problem for some 
master mind. The discontent of the 
public is not what Mr. Hustis call hys- 
teria. but simply a perception of the 
fact that the problem is fundamental, 
and therefore must be solved not by 
sulmrdiniite officials, but by those in ac- 
tual control of the policy of the road. 
The public will never lie satisfied till we 
get an actual system of rapid transit on 
the Boston & Albany. But Mr. Hustis 
and his associates are aiming at im- 
provements. not at reforms. The road 
Mill continues, its unaccommodating tac 
| tics, willingly sacrificing patronage to 
competing mean? of trausportaion. and 
doing every tiling it: its power to organ- j 
ize a hostile public sentiment. When a 
railway company allows itself to be | 
found guiliy twice in one week of oh- I 
struct ing highway traffic in East Cam- 
bridge, when defects in its rolling stock ! 
come within an ace o if causing grave ; 
disaster at Cottage Farm and make a 
man feel that he takes his life in his 
hands when he rides on the Newton 1 
circuit, then it is plain that the road is 
by 1 no means seeking to curry favor 
with the public. It certainly is not seek- 1 
ing to bribe itself into popularity. As 
to the prospect, of getting the road to 
adopt a more conciliatory attitude we 
are aware that a good deal of pessimism 
exist-. The feasibility of various rem- 
edies is often questioned, This pessi- 
mism, however, is due entirely to the 
lack of right counsels. We have in Mas- 
sachusetts. if not at the State House 
certainly in practice at tile bar. men of 
sufficient talent to force the Boston iH: 
Albany to fulfil it? contract with the 
public. The c:im*i-l!ntion of the lease is 
not the only possible remedy. There 
might be some way to force the road 
to iu?lall cheaper motive power. There 
are common law remedies which arc 
available, the power of the Railroad 
Commissioner? can lie enlarged, and 
there are various possible •legislative 
expedients.^ some one of which the joint 
Standing Committee on Railroads ought 
to submit to the Legislature after ob- 
taining jhe best 'ega! advice in the 
-tale. The public -limtld scutinize the 
personnel of till- committee closely, and 
make it feel the grave ini|>or lance of 
bringing in a bill that would force the 
railroad either m meet its obligations 
or to go out of business.. Bui this i? 
also a matter in which not only tin- 
state but local authorities should act. 
The Selectmen of Brookline should co- 
operate with tile Aldermen of Newton. 

'I he?e two municipalities! are chiefly con. 
corned in having the facilities of the 
Newton circuit improved, and their of- 
ficials should work together as a unit 
to do everything in their power to 
hasten the long deferred removal of a 
difficulty which ha? thus far been treat- 
ed in a universal spirit of procrastina- 
tion and bewilderment. — Brookline 
Chronicle.

The tendency of 
education Inis always been towards the 
classic and it is a slow process to im- 
press upon the world the idea that in- 
dustrial training is just as much of an 
education as the learning of Latin and 
Greek. Mrs. Gleason presented some 
of the conclusions which have been ar- 
rived- at by the Industrial Commission 
inaugurated by Gov. Douglas and de- 
scribed the work done by the Boston 
Trade School for Girls which is being 
carried on by the Women’s Education- 
al and Industrial Union. She gave 
some rather astonishing figures in re- 
gard to the percentage of children who 
leave school when the legal age limit. 
14 years, is reached. 97 per cent of 
the children in the United Stales do 
not go beyond the grammar school; iu 
Massachusetts five-sixths do not. hut 
in Newton it is GO per cent., which is 
J extremely low. The Industrial Com- 
mission would have trade schools es- 
tablished to give these children further 
training between the years of from 14 to 
16 and start them along the bent which 
they will later follow for their livli- 
hootl. Mrs. Gleason closed her paper 
with a quotation from aji article by 
Prof. I hums of Harvard upon this sub- 
ject in which lie pointed out what Ger- 
many does for her people and sugges- 
tions that might lie carried out by this 
country.

idea; it seems almost too ludicrous for 
discussion, and I sincerely trust that 
there is no one in this audience who 
lias any suspicion of any such idea with 
Tcgard to your local roads. 

Wc receive from time to time in con- 
nection with our complaints rather 
amusing epistles ; recently we received 
a letter as follows : — 

“New.ton St. Ry.” 

"I wish you would give the Con- 
ductor two or three day lav off for not 
stop at Court St. Newtonville. He was 
fooldcd to much in the back.” 

Signed “One of the Court St. Stoper”. 

In explanation of this we assume that 
the Conductor referred to was not giv- 
ing proper attention to his duty on the 
rear platform and consequently did not 
stop for this particular party. 

You can readily sec, however, that 
such a complaint as that means nothing 
to us as we cannot discipline a man 
•with any such abstract information. 

If, however, the party would give us | 
the time, tlte number of the car, or 
sonu- definite information which would 
enable us to specify to this Conductor 
when taking the matter up with hint, 
the trip on which lie failed to properly 
perform his duties, it places us m a po- 
sition where wo can properly recall to 
the Conductor’s mind the irregularity, 
and therefore make him feel that the 
discipline is justified. 

There is, of course, nothing more in- 
jurious to the discipline of your system 
than to do any man in your employ an 
injustice. 


With regard to the service, it lists 
been our experience that people do not 
complain so much on account of how 
often cars on certain lines may run as 
they do on account of cars not running 
as advertised and according to schedule. 

Wc arc making every conceivable 
effort to run bur cars exactly on sched- 
ule time and wc believe that if you were 
thoroughly familiar with some of the 
conditions under which we operate, 
which conditions are absolutely beyond 
our control, you would agree with us 
that we are doing fairly well. You will 
agree with us, of course, that cases of 
teams refusing to get off the track, or 
breaking down on the track, or bad 
storms, parades, funerals, fires, break- 
ing oi water mains, sickness of passen- 
gers on the car, and matters of that 
kind are absolutely beyond the control 
of the management and demoralize 
the service for the lime being. 

Wc use every conceivable effort to 
so maintain our equipment that it will 
not be necessary to pull a car out of tlte 
service during the day. 

We find, however, in the matter of 
complaints that by far 90 per cent- of 
the matters called to our attention are 
those affecting the individual ratlicr 
than the public as a whole/ 

This principle became so conspicuous 
in one city in which wc operate that a 
newspaper man stated to us that if we 
would disregard absolutely the inlet est 
of the public a> a whole, am! endeavor 
to satisfy each individual complaint, we 
would be much better off. 

When at)) matters in connection with 


the operation of the street railways in 
your city arc not clear to you; when any 
rule is made or action taken which to 
your mind is iuexplainablc or unwise we 
should appreciate it very much indeed 
if you could sec your way clear to take 
sufficient time ami trouble to so advise 
us, and we will gladly place our time 
against yours in an effort to expain to 
you exactly our position and the reasons 
for our position in the matter, and you 
ntay rest assured that any request for 
expanations will always be received and 
treated with the utmost courtesy. 

If von feel that you have not suffi- 
cient time to write a letter or call at the 
General Office or request a call from a 
representative of the company, it would 
only take you perhaps 2 or 3 minutes to 
advise us by ’phone, and we perhaps 
therefore, can make clear a matter 
which will prevent any misunderstand- 
ing or ilj-feelitig. 

Wc wish to adopt the policy of en- 
deavoring to either explain to your sat- 
isfaction any policy or action of the 
companies, or else make such change as 
is satisfactory to all. 

All tho companies ask from the public 
is that to which they arc unquestionably 
entitled and that is an absolutely square 
deal.

The delicacy of touch and perfect ex- 
pression botli alike bespeak the mas- 
tery of his art. 

It was in the second, and longer part, 
that tlte choir really showed to best ad- 
vantage, but taken as a whole it was a 
musical treat thoroughly appreciated by 
the hearers.
